Houses, 
Cusps and Intercepted Signs 


The Houses as Two-hour Periods 


E this article 1 wish to discuss astrological 


matters which, to my mind, are not usually 
well understood for lack of a proper philo- 
sophical approach to the problem they pre- 
sent. As I have written repeatedly, the em- 
pirical and experimental approach to astrology 
is splendid as a means of checking up and 
of bringing precision to astrological concepts 
and symbols. Nevertheless these must be 
originally perceived in a manner which is 
neither empirical nor experimental, but in- 
stead philosophical and “logical.” The logic 
of astrology, like the logic of any symbolical 
system of concepts (as, for instance, modern 
algebra), is rooted in the mechanisms of 
thinking inherent in man’s mind. There are, 
however, several possible kinds of logic, each 
corresponding to basic faculties of the human 
mind. Astrology, in essence, is founded upon 
a type of logic dealing with the apprehensions 
not of merely intellectual concepts, but of 
living wholes. In the type of astrology with 
which I am particularly concerned the “living 
wholes” considered are human personalities. 
Thus astrology becomes an interpretive art 
based on the logic of development and on the 
morphology of personality. 

I referred in a previous article to this type 
of astrology as “astrology of the individual.” 
I said that the pattern of astrological houses 
represented the individual factors in man’s 
being. More particularly the Ascendant sym- 
bolizes the real individual selfhood of the 
native. I also wrote (April, 1935: “An inter- 
pretation of the three fundamental motions of 
the earth”): “The circle of twelve houses

charts on a flat sheet the rotation of the earth 
around its axis, the successive changes of po- 
sition of the horizon throughout the day. 
Each two opposite cusps represent a position 
of the horizon every two hours as the earth» 
turns around the axis whose ends are the 
north and south poles. In the birth-chart, the 
line formed by the cusps of the first and the 
seventh houses is actually the horizon at the 
time and place of the birth. The line formed 
by the cusps of the second and eighth houses 
gives the position of the horizon two hours 
later; the line formed by the cusps of the third 
and ninth houses, the position of the horizon 
four hours later, etc. In other words the circle 
of houses is like the dial of a watch. It isa 
projection in space of a movement which ac- 
tually occurs in time. .. .” 

This interpretation of the houses in terms 
of time-values is, to me, very essential. With- 
out it the symbolism of houses and cusps loses 
its true significance, and some astrological 
statements of the most important kind become 
quite illogical and philosophically unsound. 
This is particularly so with regards to the 
manner in which houses are numbered and 
said to “begin.” What I mean will be made 
clear, beyond any possibility of misunder- 
standing—I hope—, by the following analysis 
of “first house,” “Ascendant,” and of what 
occurs astrologically when the Sun rises, that 
is, comes to being in conjunction with the 
Ascendant. 1 shall refer, for the sake of 
greater clarity, to the accompanying diagram, 
in which the line A.X.G. represents in projec- 
tion the line of horizon at birth extending 
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from East (A) to West (G). The letter (X) 


represents the position of the newborn child, 
or let us say more generally, of the “observer.” 

The Ascendant is the point (A) celestially. 
Tt is considered as the cusp of the first house 
which is said to extend a full thirty-degree 
angle of space—but not of zodiacal longitude 
(save at the equator) because of the zodiacal

distortion due to the inclination of the axis 
of rotation of the earth upon the plane of its 
revolution around the sun (from which the 
zodiac is derived). The first house extends 
thus below the horizon and includes all ce- 
lestial bodies contained, by projection, within 
this thirty degrees of space. The second house 
extends thirty degrees below the first. Its 
cusp is the point (B). On the other side of 
the horizon the twelfth house extends thirty 
degrees of space above the horizon; but its 
cusp is said to be the point (L). 

Every house is said to begin at its cusp. The 
zodiacal sign and degree situated at this cusp 
determines the astrological character of the 
house. The planetary ruler of the sign at the 
cusp is said to be the ruler of the house and 
of all matters pertaining to the house. 

In the usual interpretation of the reality of 
a house—as implied in the paragraph before 
last—a house is a segment of celestial space. 

_If it is so, certain peculiarities become at once 
evident to the enquiring mind. 


1. Why call the first house, the one just 
below the horizon? Why take that which is 
as yet invisible and below the earth as the 
“ruler,” or most important part, of the entire 
chart? Would it not be more logical to take 
the thirty degrees above the horizon as the 
“first house” and consider it as beginning at 
the horizon and going upward, embracing 
thus what is actually seen at the Eastern 
horizon? 


2. This is strengthened by the fact that 
‘planets in the first house are said to be the 
most influential on the character of the native. 
If actual physical planets have an actual phy- 


sical influence, why should planets which are 
below the horizon, with their rays having to 
pass through solid earth, be considered so 
potent—when planets just above the horizon, 
in full visibility, should be said to be weak 
and “in prison”? Planets in the first house 
(below the horizon) are endowed with vast 
energetic, actual power; planets in the twelfth 
house (above the horizon), with potential, re- 
pressed power. Is this logical? Obviously the 
planet not yet risen should be said to be “po- 
tential,” unborn—while the just risen planet 
should be said to be most active, with the 
exuberance of youth. 

But this is not all. Take the rising sun. 
The Ascendant is, let us say, Aries 10, The 
Sun is located in the chart Aries 12. It is 
said to be the ruler of the first house; and 
to have much more power over the first house 
than, let us say, if it were Aries 28, about the 
mid-point perhaps of this first house. In other 
words, it is said to rule the house just at the 
time when it is about to leave that house. 
Yet it is an astrological precept that astrology 
always lays emphasis upon the “point of be- 
ginning” of any cycle—birth, sunrise, moon- 
rise, etc. ... 

Now, take note, sunrise is taken as the be- 
ginning of the day; yet a minute after the 
sun has risen we find it in the twelfth house, 
in the realm of repression, prison, hindrances, 
karma, endings, etc. All its power is consid- 
ered to be displayed before its rise, before it 
is manifest—not immediately after, when its 
rays shine and give light and warmth. Yet 
at noon when the Sun is most manifestedly 
active, it is said to be culminating and, indeed, 
dominating—“most elevated.” If a planet is 
most potent when its rays are most elevated 
and most direct the logic would seem to in- 
dicate that it is more potent after it has risen 
(in the twelfth house) than when it is still 
below the horizon (first house). 

In other words if a house is to be considered 
as a segment of celestial space and its mean- 
ing is due to the logic of its location, then 
astrology has a most peculiar way of interpret- 
ing matters as they are in actual fact. Then 
one has to resort to the rather artificial and 
purely intellectual concept according to which 
the Ascendant is the beginning of the thirty- 
degree space below the horizon (first house) 
simply because the number of degrees of the 
zodiacal sign increases from the horizon 
downward; i.e., if the Ascendant is Aries 10, 
the cusp of the second house may be Taurus 
18—showing a progression downward, as Tau- 
rus comes after Aries. 

Thus it is said that the houses progress 
counter-clockwise, while the planets move 
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clockwise. Where the trouble comes is when 
the planets are considered in relation to the 
houses, and especially in relation to the cusps 
—as in the above illustration of sunrise. If, 
however, we consider the houses not as a 
spatial division, but as representing a time- 
factor, then the difficulty vanishes. The con- 
tents of a house are the sum-total of celestial 
phenomena reaching the horizon during a 
two-hour period. 

What this actually means can best be ex- 
plained as follows: Imagine the “observer” 
lying on his stomach on an absolutely flat 
earth-surface (the line XA in our previous 
figure), so that he can only see the Eastern 
horizon, (i.e., the point where earth and sky 
meet in the East) and practically nothing 
above this exact horizon. He will be watching 
exclusively the rising of stars and planets, be- 
ing aware of nothing else above or below the 
surface of the earth. This observer has a 
watch and notes down everything that he 
sees rising during the first two-hour period 
after he began his observation. The sum- 
total of celestial bodies seen appearing at the 
point (A) during that two-hour period con- 
stitutes the contents of the first house (pro- 
vided, of course, that by point (A) we mean 
the whole Eastern horizon in projection, as 
it actually is in an astrological wheel). It is, 
indeed, the first house, because it is the first 
of twelve two-hour periods of observation. 
The second house is the second two-hour 
period, etc. Thus the numeration of the 
houses and their counter-clockwise progres- 
sion are perfectly justified in relation to the 
observer whose position is identified with the 
surface of the earth. 

As astrology characterizes all cycles (or 
time-periods) by the significance of their 
point of beginning and of first emanation, it 
is logical to say that the first moment of ob- 
servation is to be taken as the “ruler” of the 
whole two-hour period. Therefore the As- 
cendant (the first moment of observation or 
vital awareness) is the determinator of the 
significance of the first house (first two-hour 
period). Likewise the beginning of the sec- 
ond two-hour period is taken as the cusp, or 
determinator of the meaning of—the second 
house, etc. 

Each cusp refers to the beginning of a new 
period of awareness and is a moment of pri- 
mordial significance in relation to everything 
that will occur during the period it initiates. 
Each cusp is a moment of initiation, a birth- 
moment. What the observer becomes aware 
of during that moment determines the signifi- 
cance of the two-hour period which follows. 
He becomes sware of a certain section, or de- 


gree, of the zodiac—and the whole period 
(house) is characterized by, “ruled” by that 
degree, decanate, sign of the zodiac—and, by 
implication, by the planet whose function cor- 
relates with the nature of the sign. 

Tf the Sun rises just after the “observer” be- 
gins his observation, then obviously the pow- 
erful impression made by the Sun will domi- 
nate the first period of observation. If Venus, 
or any other planet were to be the one to 
rise the impression made upon the observer 
by that planet would spread over (that is, 
give added significance to) this “first house” 
period of observation. Thus a planet (or star) 
just below the horizon at birth would logically 
dominate the “first house” period of that life, 
and the impression thereof upon the nascent 
individual self would be a dominating influ- 
ence throughout the life. Therefore a planet 
placed on or immediately after a cusp—in 
counter-clockwise order—can be seen to affect 
the contents of the entire house. 

Tf, on the contrary, the planet has risen even 
but a few minutes before the “observer” be- 
gins his observation, it does not come into his 
narrow line of observation. He will observe 
it only some twenty-three or twenty-four 
hours afterward; when, let us say, he is weary 
of observing and already filled with a whole 
day’s impressions. Therefore that planet (and 
everything which he observes during the 
twelfth and last two-hour period) will belong 
to the end of consciousness, to the last mo- 
ment of synthesis. It will be a “summing up” 
element in the consciousness; not an initiating, 
energy releasing factor, as would be the case 
if it had been only about to rise (in the first 
house) at birth. 

Only in the case of sun and moon (and per- 
haps Jupiter and Venus), which shed a vast 
amount of light, would the observer be able 
to notice these celestial bodies if just above 
the horizon. What he would be aware of, as 
he begins his observations, would be not the 
sun or the moon—but a light having the 
quality which, a day later, he would recognize 
as being solar or lunar. In such cases the in- 
fluence of this solar or lunar light upon his 
consciousness would be of a peculiar (“psy- 
chic” in fact) character; for having known 
the sun first of all by its diffuse light and not 
by its glowing actual image, the “observer” 
would tend always to consider the sun in 
terms of its diffuse light rather than in terms 
of a positive and focalized light-and-life-giv- 
ing entity. In other words it would make of 
him a “psychic’—because diffused—rather 
than a “spiritual”—because focused—person- 
ality. 

The preceding remarks of course apply more 
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or less to the position of any planet in close 
conjunction—prior or posterior—to any house- 
cusp; because every cusp is to be considered 
as a horizon. The “third house” cusp is, to 
the observer, the horizon at the beginning of 
the third two-hour period. If the observation 
began at noon the “second house” cusp is the 
horizon at 2 P.M., the “seventh house” cusp— 
the horizon at midnight, etc. 


THE SPECIAL SIGNIFICANCE OF CusPs 


I hope that the preceding discussion will 
have convincea the reader of the need there 
is to re-valuate all astrological values refer- 
ring to houses, and to planetary positions in 
relation to houses, in terms of a time-inter- 
pretation. According to this interpretation 
the “wheel” of houses is to be considered 
rather as a “clock dial.” Only, the four-hour 
figures on this astrological dial refer to periods 
of time twice as large as in an ordinary clock- 
dial. There are twelve figures in each case, 
but astrologically each figure (each cusp) 
marks a two-hour period. 

This clock analogy is further valuable, as 
something can be said to occur in the houses- 
dial not unlike that which occurs in large 
clocks. Every time the hands of the clock 
come to mark the hour, the clock strikes. The 
idea I wish to convey is that when the astro- 
logical “observer” is about to start a new two- 
hour period, and therefore the cusp of a new 
house comes to his field of awareness, some- 
thing happens—very much like the striking of 
a clock or the ringing of a bell. In other 
words each two-hour period is a unit in the 
entire span of the day’s observation. And at 
the beginning of each period something very 
special is released. That “something” makes 
each cusp an astrological factor of special im- 
portance in itself. It is more than the begin- 
ning of a new period. It is what should be 
called a life-transition; and a whole philoso- 
phy can be built around this fascinating con- 
cept of “life-transition”—what the Hindu calls 
sandhya. A matter worth some investigation, 
as it has most practical and important corre- 
lations and implications. 

At every life-transition a bell rings. What 
is the meaning of that bell? 

The ordinary way of speaking of cusps is to 
say that within a few degrees of the cusp, on 
each side, the qualities of the two houses (or 
the two zodiacal signs, if zodiacal cusps are 
considered) are blended; so that a planet near 
a cusp partakes of the characteristics of, or 
affects to some extent, both houses. This ex- 
planation is correct as far as it goes, but it 
does not go very far. It really misses the im- 
portant point. 


We might make the matter clear by refer- 
ring the reader to the peculiar position which 
the seed occupies in the whole cycle of mani- 
festation of a plant like wheat. The seed is 
the culmination of the growth of the plant 
throughout, let us say, the summer 1935. But 
it will become the source and beginning, the 
point of emanation of a new plant in the spring 
1936. Thus in a sense the seed can be called 
the “life-transition” between two plants. But, 
as such, it is obviously more than a mere pas- 
sage from one step to another in the life- 
process of the wheat-plant, as would be, for 
instance, the step from the leaf to the flower- 
condition of development. The seed contains 
within its protective envelope the whole 
wheat-species in potentiality. It is not merely 
a phase of development of the particular plant 
of which it is the consummation, or of that 
other plant of which it is the fountain-head. 
It represents potentially the full character- 
istic nature of the wheat species. It is the 
representative of total “wheat-hood.” On the 
other hand, the stem, the leaf, the flower rep- 
resent respectively only one of the life- 
functions which are characteristic of “wheat- 
hood.” 

Thus the seed while it is a life-transition 
between two cycles of vegetation, is at the 
same time the only element of the plant life 
in which the characteristics of the species are 
concentrated, potentially, of course, but just 
the same in their totality. The plant will 
never be anything more than or different from 
what is contained potentially in the seed. It 
may not give birth to a perfect plant, or it may 
rot before germination. Every acorn does not 
produce an oak, and every oak born of an 
acorn is not a perfect specimen of the oak 
family. But no oak will be born save it be 
from an acorn, and no acorn will ever pro- 
duce an apple tree. 

This, if thoroughly understood, will enable 
us to understand the deeper meaning of a 
“cusp.” A cusp is the transition between two 
houses. It symbolizes the life-transition be- 
tween two phases of individual selfhood. It 
fulfills the first phase, and it is, even more 
characteristically, the seed of the succeeding 
phase. It has all the characteristics of a seed. 
Only while the 1936 wheat-plant will be theo- 
retically identical to its 1935 predecessor, the 
two phases of individual selfhood represented 
by two successive houses will each be differ- 
ent;—different, yet related, the latter, issuing 
as it were, from the former through the in- 
termediary of the cusp. 

In a cusp, therefore, we see the consumma- 
tion of the house preceding it and the point 
of origin or emanation of the house which it 
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“rules” and to which it gives significance. It 
represents a moment, because houses are 
time-elements. But this moment is singled 
out by the fact that, in and through that mo- 
ment the individual selfhood of the native 
projects itself, It is a moment of “descent of 
the spirit.” Each cusp is an utterance of the 
whole Individual, of the total personality;— 
but the message uttered is different with each 
cusp. 

There are twelve cusps just as there are 
twelve fundamental colors in the spectrum of 
the white light. Each cusp is a ray of self- 
hood emanating from the center which is the 
total Individual, the Whole-man. Each cusp 
is an act of manifestation of the Self—an act 
of awareness during the first twenty-eight 
years of the life; and, theoretically at least, a 
creative act during the second 28-year cycle; 
also an act of illumination, still more “theo- 
retically,” during the third 28-year cycle. 

Because the cusp is an act of Self, because 
it is a life-transition, it is also a moment of 
freedom. The individual is “free” only at his 
cusps. Planets located at the cusps emphasize 
this element of freedom and characterize the 
nature and potentiality of the free operation 
of selfhood in relation to the phase of selfhood 
represented by the house. 

Why “freedom”?—Because it is only during 
the moments of transitions that man is not 
conditioned utterly by the consequences of 
past actions, by the effects of previous causes. 
It is only then that he can function as an 
“individual.” At any other time man is bound 
by the group of collectivity of which he has 
become a part. He is geared to his group. 
But at the cusp, he is, as it were, “in neutral” 
—able to move into whatever gear or speed 
he chooses. 

As man is born physically, that is, as the 
“I am” operates in relation to sensations and 
impressions resulting from a body and the 
body’s reaction to environment, he is com- 
pletely conditioned for a time by the racial 
and family characteristics of this body. When 
man hecomes active, later, in his nature of 
feeling, then of thinking, he finds himself 
bound by the psychic and mental conditions 
of his surroundings and the traditional judg- 
ments which are “fed” to him during his 
adolescence. Even if he rebels, he rebels in 
reaction against these conditions; and one is 
bound as much by that against which one re- 
bels as by that which one follows in love. 

It is only during the “in-between periods 
that there is relative choice and freedom. The 
freedom may be very relative indeed; but the 
fact is that at such times an element of indi- 
vidual uniqueness enters the life—in a posi-* 
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tive or a negative way. Then you are your- 
self, whatever that may mean. Afterward you 
are yourself conditioned by the initiative you 
have taken and the environment which you 
have chosen—more or less deliberately—to 
work out this initiative. 

At the cusp of the seventh house you choose 
your mate or partner. That is the symbol of 
your initiative in this particular seventh- 
house phase of life-experience. Once you have 
chosen you are no longer free; you have to 
work out the results of your initiative. The 
cusps of the eighth house and of the ninth 
house show the secondary moments of choice 
in relation to this matter of partnership. You 
can regenerate yourself within the sphere of 
human relationship at the cusp of the eighth 
house; you can expand yourself and your 
mental vision at the cusp of the ninth house. 

As often said, the four “angles”—first, 
fourth, seventh and tenth houses’ cusps—are 
the most capital points in the chart, They 
symbolize the fundamental “Cross” of indi- 
vidual selfhood—the four basic faculties or 
functions of individual selfhood; intuition, 
feeling, sensation, thinking. The four angular 
cusps represent the individual’s freedom in 
these four realms; the points or moments at 
which the spirit can enter the personality and 
fecundate it in terms of intuition, feeling, sen- 
sation (all types of relationship) and thinking. 
They are the main seed-points of the chart: 
points of awareness, of creativeness and of il- 
lumination. The.other cusps are secondary 
and often can be ignored. The four angles are 
always essential and significant—provided of 
course that the exact moment of the first 
breath is known. 

For the sake of clarity I shall repeat that, 
according to the concepts already expressed, 
a cusp reveals the manner in which the phase 
of life represented by the preceding house is 
fulfilled by the native. It gives, even more 
specifically, the significance of the phase of 
life represented by the house of which it is the 
point of origin. 

In order to ascertain both factors one must 
consider the sign and degree of the cusp. The 
former gives meaning to the house: (1) ac- 
cording to the nature of the zodiacal sign it- 
self; (2) according to the nature of the planet 
ruling this sign; (3) according to the position 
and aspects of this planet in the chart. The 
degree of the cusp gives significance to the 
house according to the symbol attached to that 
degree. It must be remembered that the first 
degree Aries includes all the minutes between 
Aries 0° and Aries 1° inclusive; the second 
degree extends between Aries 1°1’ and 
Aries 2°. 
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PLANETS IN THE CUSPAL ZONE 


Insofar as the cusp itself is considered as 
significator of the individual nature of the 
house, we have to limit the cusp to a particu- 
lar degree of the zodiac. However, some 
astrologers, instead of using the symbols of 
degrees, may find it more convenient to con- 
sider zodiacal regions extending over several 
degrees in order to ascertain a type of sig- 
nificance more differentiated than that pro- 
vided by the twelve signs of the zodiac. In 
this case, and even more where the relation 
of planets (or fixed stars) to cusps is taken 
into consideration, it is necessary to broaden 
the concept of cusp. Instead of speaking of 
the cusp as a point or moment of transition, 
one has to speak of it as a zone or a period 
of transition. 

The idea is not changed thereby. All de- 
pends merely upon the sense of speed of the 
observer—the individual self of the native— 
in making adjustments. For some people the 
transition between one phase of life to the 
next may come with suddenness; others will 
adjust themselves progressively and insensibly 
to the change. The matter, from a psycho- 
logical standpoint, is thus an individual one; 
and it may not be easy to determine. How- 
ever, a few general principles can be ascer- 
tained. 

It is usual for emotional persons to change 
suddenly and somewhat explosively. This is 
so because they have a great deal of psycho- 
logical inertia, i.e., of resistance to change. 
Thus the change is delayed, as it were, until 
the last moment of the old cycle; then the new 
cycle rushes in with a bang. On the other 
hand mentally polarized personalities are 
more changeable (“mutable” rather than 
“fixed”) and thus more ready to adjust them- 
selves to new points of view. As for the man 
of action, everything depends upon the motive 
power for his deeds—whether he is at heart a 
conservative or a progressive. This can be 
usually seen from the speed of the Moon’s 
motion at birth and the position of Mercury 
either before or after the Sun; also by study- 
ing Uranus in the chart. 

In a cosmic sense, it may be said that the 
transition betweén two cycles equals in dura- 
tion the tenth of the total duration of the cycle. 
If a cycle of 100 years is considered, the transi- 
tion to the next cycle will take, theoretically, 
10 years. Thus, as a house encompasses 30 de- 
grees of space (not of zodiacal longitude, let 
us not forget), one may safely assume that the 
transitional “cuspal zone” spreads over 3 de- 
grees of space. This might in some cases mean 
more than twice that amount in degrees of 
zodiacal longitude. 


Sometimes 3 degrees of space on each side 
of the cusp can be allowed for, perhaps even 
more in the case of Sun and Moon. But, if 
we recall our previous illustration of the “ob- 
server” looking fixedly at the rising of celes- 
tial bodies, one thing should be clear to us. 
There is a great difference between the “cuspal 
zone” which comes before the cusp’s degree 
(in clockwise direction) and that which comes 
after. The former is the field of location for 
planets which are about to rise; the latter, for 
planets which have already risen. 

In other words, a planet which is situated 
at the very beginning of a house (as Venus 
and the Moon in the adjacent chart, fig. 2) 
is about to rise from the point of view of the 
“observer” for whom the cusp of that house 
has become the horizon. On the other hand, 
a planet located at the very end of a house 
has already risen, and therefore has passed 
out of the field of vision of the observer for 
whom the cusp of the succeeding house has 
become the horizon. 

In our illustration both Sun and Saturn are 
planets “already risen” from the respective 
points of view of a first-house cusp and a 
seventh-house cusp observer. They are situ- 
ated, the Sun at the end of the twelfth house, 
Saturn at the end of the sixth house. They 
represent “fulfilling qualities” in relation to 
their respective houses. 

On the other hand, both Venus and Moon 
are planets “about to rise” from the respective 
points of view of a first-house cusp and a 
third-house cusp observer. They are situated, 
Venus at the beginning of the first house, 
Moon at the beginning of the third house. 
They symbolize “initiating impulses.” 

“Fulfilling qualities’ means that the life- 
phase which the house represents is being ful- 
filled through the agency of the function sym- 
bolized by the planet. The twelfth-house life- 
phase is, let us say, introspective synthesis. 
It refers to the end of cycles of development, 
to the gathering in of the fruits of experience, 
whether good or bad. The Sun “just risen” 
would thus mean that the native puts a great 
deal of life-force in that in-gathering; that 
the key-note of his Self is utterly to complete 
and synthetize the past, just prior to a new 
cycle of manifestation. He may sense psy- 
chically this new cycle (cf. what I said earlier 
in this article), but he will not see the con- 
crete precise reality thereof. He may dream 
of the “light” all his life—but will not witness 
the concrete “Sun,” the actualization of the 
dream. 

Likewise Saturn, ““just risen” in relation to 
the seventh-house cusp, means that through 
the characteristics of Saturn the native will 
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Figure 2 


fulfill the sixth-house aspect of his being and 
destiny. All his work, all his devotion will 
tend toward a condition of concreteness and 
focalization. They will be fulfilled by becom- 
ing utterly formed and definite. The native 
should work toward concreteness. Whatever 
or whomever he serves will take in his con- 
sciousness the most tangible form. There will 
be no glamour about it; only practical matter- 
of-fact concentration. This of course will 
affect the seventh-house realm of intimate 
human contacts or partnerships, the native's 
ability to enter into such relationships. There 
will be a kind of Saturnian “background” to 
those, a sort of rigidity—not as an actual con- 
scious factor as much as a subconscious neces- 
sity. 

On the other hand, Venus “about to rise” 
at the beginning of the first house, means that 
the native's personality will be propelled out- 
ward by Venusian impulses; the very foun- 
tain-head of his individual selfhood will be 
pervaded by the charm and the harmonizing 
power of Venus. Likewise the Moon “about 
to rise” at the beginning of the third house 
means that the intellectual forces acting within 
the native's consciousness will operate with 
the moody impulsiveness of “feelings,” etc. . 


I hope that these examples will suffice to 
indicate how the general principles previously 
set forth can be applied in practice. The ap- 
plication is not always easy, for so many fac- 
tors have to be considered. But any real effort 
at interpreting these “cuspal zones” and 
„planets which are located therein is bound to 
repay amply the student as well as the trained 


practitioner. For, with the cusps, we are 
dealing with basically spiritual factors; or, 
better still, with the points where life and 
character are in-the-making. They are the 
“articulations” of a chart. They are foci for 
the formative energies of being. They sym- 
bolize the sensitive points of the personality, 
the complex-forming agencies. Moreover, by 
reading the chart as an index of the develop- 
ment of consciousness in its 28-year cycles 
(cf. American Astrology, “The three life- 
cycles . . .” November, 1934), we may also 
spot out the moments of the destiny when the 
individual either makes use of his creative 
freedom or succumbs to the pressure of sur- 
rounding conditions. 


INTERCEPTED SIGNS 


This study would not be complete if we did 
not mention the matter of intercepted signs. 
Intercepted signs are caused by the inclina- 
tion of the Earth's axis of rotation upon the 
plane of the Earth’s orbit around the Sun. 
Because of this, more than thirty degrees of 
zodiacal longitude may be crowded into a 
house, and in many cases it means that a 
whole sign, and near the poles sometimes two 
signs, are sandwiched inside the house with- 
out appearing at all on any cusp. 

In the chart already taken as an example 
the sign Aries is intercepted in the tenth house 
(and the sign Libra, in the fourth). There 
are quite a few astrologers who claim that be- 
cause of such an interception tenth house mat- 
ters would show very marked Aries charac- 
teristics rather than Pisces ones, though 
Pisces is situated on the cusp of the tenth 
house and is therefore ruler or significator 
of the house. There is truth in such a state- 
ment, but here again we have only an incom- 
plete and largely misleading interpretation of 
the astrological problem involved. 

From the point of view of the preceding 
analysis of the meaning of cusps the situation 
is as follows. When a sign does not appear on 
a cusp this shows that the individual self of 
the native does not operate creatively, or does 
not reach awareness, through the life-quality 
symbolized by that sign. The native, as a 
spiritual being, does not exercise his freedom 
by means of the power of that sign; but he 
exercises it doubly, as it were, by means of 
the power of the sign which appears on two 
successive cusps. By “doubly,” I mean in re- 
lation to two basic phases of his being and 
destiny. 

In other words, great issues do not arise for 
him positively through the quality represented 
by the intercepted sign. In our example the

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P: the foundation symbolically built in 
the fourth mansion, from the home—be it a 
material or a psycho-mental home—, the es- 
tablished individual is able to operate. The 
power wound up in the concrete structure can 
now be released. To release: this is the key- 
note of the fifth mansion. Many are the ener- 
gies which man can release; and the fifth man- 
sion of the self is apt to be a field for the 
bringing forth of strange and wondrous pow- 
ers—and at times of very queer and nefari- 
ous ones. 

Here we find expressed whatever has been 
built in the fourth mansion. It is a place of 
emanation, also of emancipation. The free 
man expresses the freedom which he has 
gained through mastery of the laws of form 
and through an understanding of the nature 
of the materials he is to use. The homeless 
expresses the psychological tensions pro- 
duced by his homelessness and instability. 
The dreamer sings his “castles in Spain” 
which sway in the breeze like colored soap- 
bubbles. He who has built his home as a 
dungeon releases his inhibitions as complexes 
or vices. The arrogant lord of the castle 
flaunts his pride and gambles his wealth 
away. The fool speculates on his folly. He 
whom society deprived of home and soul exe- 
cutes his crimes.—While all the time mothers, 
here, bear children, great geniuses create im- 
mortal sons and the Universal Mind gives 
birth to the First-born, the “Flames” that are, 
in ancient mythologies, the spirits of men. 

This mansion is the creative mansion; and 
as all creation presupposes a release of power 
through the formative agency of the mind, 
here we find the creative mind in action— 
from the Universal Mind to the most insignif- 
icant minds of small men herded in frail 
homes of clay. If the fourth mansion can be 
characterized by the term: focus, the fifth 
carries the symbol of the ray. It is the realm 
of the sun-ray. It is the realm of the pulsat- 
ing flow of the life-force. It is the mansion 
of the heart and of the photosphere of the 
sun. It is the symbol of “operative whole- 
ness”; for that which is whole must needs 
be effulgent. The saint cannot hide his halo 
of sanctity. The devil cannot hide the 
scorching exhalations of his destructive home- 
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lessness; for he is the destroyer of souls and 
of spiritual home, the disintegrator of all 
foundations. 

There is a close connection between this 
and the first mansion. Here is revealed ob- 
jectively and actively the selfhood of the 
individual. The abstract has become, not 
only concrete, but active. And activity is 
the one quality of Life. We are alive because 
we act. We act because we find, in our body, 
the basis for action. And if it is often said 
that the body is the negative counterpart of 
the spirit in man, it is because all activity is 
founded upon a “body,” of this or that type. 

Fundamentally the individual self is a pat- 
tern of activity or, in modern terminology, of 
behavior—provided we extend the boundaries 
of the field of activity usually covered by this 
last word. That is why I said that the first 
mansion was that of the breath: breathing 
being the first independent activity of the or- 
ganism. But at a later stage the breath must 
be made to release the rhythm of selfhood 
hidden therein. Thus, in the fifth mansion 
breath becomes expressive and modulated 
tone. At the same time ancesiral possessions 
become working capital, intellect becomes 
word; and feelings become emotions. 

To feel is to receive upon an integrated 
foundation of selfhood impacts from total 
life-situations. I must have an organic body 
to feel what is attempting to disrupt the or- 
ganic quality of this body. I feel hungry. 
I feel cold. Those are organic bodily feel- 
ings; that is, the ways by means of which a 
situation that may disrupt the wholeness of 
my body (viz., lack of food, insufficient heat, 
etc.) is registered by the conscious I. 

Likewise I feel sad or exalted, at the psy- 
chological level of being, if the life-situation 
in which I find myself as a soul decreases or 
increases the integral quality of my psyche. 
Wherever there is feeling, there a concrete 
and organic entity is becoming impressed by 
a life-situation as a whole. Feelings arise 
always from a total situation, and differ in 
that from intellectual judgments which tear 
the situation into bits in order to analyze it. 
Feelings originate as the whole personality 
meets the concrete world as a whole. 

Out of this meeting arises from the center 
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of the whole personality a reaction: a going 
toward some object in attraction, or a going 
away from the object in repulsion. Thus 
love and hatred. This reaction and all the 
mechanisms by means of which the feeling 
is exteriorized into some sort of muscular 
gesture (direct or indirect) constitute an 
emotion. E-motion means “a moving out- 
ward.” Often, however, the movement out- 
ward is inhibited; and so there is emotion 
without apparent muscular motion. But the 
modern psychologist has shown us that even 
where there is no apparent motion there may 
be very small, normally undetectable con- 
tractions of inner muscles. 

It is because of the undetectable character 
of most emotional muscular reactions (at 
least in civilized societies) that the terms 
“emotion” and “feeling” have been used so 
indiscriminately. But a “feeling” is always 
an organic or psychic impression or realiza- 
tion caused by a particular (or a diffuse and 
vague) life-situation. As I feel, I am experi- 
encing what confronts at this moment my 
whole organism—physiological and psychic. 
Then as the result of this experiencing I re- 
act. From the basis of my conscious selfhood 
I move. I release myself in an emotion. And 
if this release is inhibited an accumulation 
of psychic energy is started, which leads 
to psychological or physiological disturbances 
—or to spiritual conversion: i.e., to the sixth 
mansion. 

The fourth mansion is the mansion of feel- 
ings; the fifth, that of emotions. The latter 
is a fiery mansion, because emotions are 
eruptions of the fire of individual selfhood. 
It is a mansion of power, because, through 
it, the power initiated in the breath and 
made concrete in the body or the soul- 
organism is made manifest and released. To 
each type of breath corresponds a type of 
release of power—therefore of emotions. 
Emotions released through the engine of the 
body—through the engine of the soul organ- 
ism—through the—to us quite incomprehen- 
sible—engine of the spiritual organism. 

In the man of the “first birth” emotions 
arise, more or less obviously, from the self 
that finds in the body his engine for the 
release of “I am”—power. These emotions 
are reactions to organic feelings. They are 
racial and collective. They deal with hunger, 
with sex, with the desire for self-aggrandize- 
ment, with anger and jealousy, with fear. 
They are rooted in the three great organic 
instincts of self-preservation, self-aggran- 
dizement, self-reproduction—also to some ex- 
tent, self-realization in objects or persons 
that we transform into mirrors wherein we 


contemplate and narcistically adore ourselves. 

These emotions, being reactions to organic 
feelings—sublimated as they may appear in 
civilized society—are rooted in the blood, the 
symbol of organic wholeness. Psychologi- 
cally speaking, they are closely connected 
with the activity of the endocrine glands. 
But the products of the latter blend in the 
blood-stream which, under impulsions origi- 
nating from the heart and from various sec- 
ondary nervous and muscular reactions, 
stimulates or restrains the activities of our 
organs of action. 

There is nothing basically individual in 
those emotions, when they are allowed to 
release themselves naturally. It is only as 
their release is inhibited that the individual 
self is able to use the repressed physiological 
and psychological energies in the manner 
dictated by “soul-images,” which in turn are 
the results of abstract concepts, of ideas and 
ideals. 

Ideas and ideals are abstractions which 
belong to the first mansion. They acquire 
power only as they are converted in the 
fourth mansion into “soul-images,” that is, 
into definite representations, symbolical in 
character and susceptible of arousing feel- 
ings and a resulting release of psychic power. 
This release occurs in the fifth mansion. It 
is the creative expression of the individual 
self. 

Every such expression requires as a foun- 
dation a psycho-mental organism (at least 
in a rudimentary stage of development). 
Such an organism is developed through the 
operation of “soul-images.” In other words, 
the soul-organism is the product of the cre- 
ative imagination, of the power of visualiza- 
tion: —what the Hindu philosophers called 
Kriyashakti. It is the product of the indi- 
vidual’s ideals and ideas, once these have 
been precipitated into the psyche in the shape 
of “images of power,” images that compel 
psychic reactions. Such images as those of 
“the Buddha in meditation,” “the crucified 
Christ,” “the Virgin-Mother and the Christ- 
child” are psychically potent. They have 
been the sources of feelings and emotions 
for millions of men. They have actually 
formed the souls (the psycho-mental organ- 
isms) of millions. 

These images are, of course, collective, in 
the sense that they have the power of gen- 
erations back of them. Yet the individual 
who makes them his own is able to give 
formation therewith to his own psychic en- 
ergies or “soul-forces.” This is spiritual cre- 
ativeness. The creative artist acts in the

y Vas our inquiry into the basic love 


natures of Aries, Taurus and Gemini as set 
forth in the last article, useful to you? Then 
all this will be even more useful if we take 
a look at some facts about the evolution

(2) Such attach- 
ment grows to include the most comforting 
nearby person, e. g., mother, father, sister, 
brother, nurse. (3) The next stage is affection 
toward one of similar age, regardless of sex; 
the campus two-girl-crushes and two-boy- 
pledges-never-to-marry, are examples. (4) 
Usually, this grows into a stage of being in- 
love-with-love, a kind of experimental period 
with a tendency toward promiscuous petting. 
(5) Lastly, this grows into a complete attach- 
ment for one alone of the opposite sex, whose 
personality completes one’s own, not only in 
ceremony but in feeling and faith and fact. 


VARIATIONS 


That, the psychiatrists say, is the average 
road to a congenial mate. But now and then 
some of us lose the road. We go off on detours. 
Yes, regular cow-paths that end up in a barn- 
yard. Any adult whose subconscious basic 
love nature has been stopped and is now ar- 
rested at some point prior to the final goal of 
monogamous mating is said to be fixated. Thus 
we have fixations termed: Narcissistic, in- 
cestuous, homo-sexual, hetero-erotic. They 
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are at the bottom of almost all jealousy cases, 
triangles, maladjustments and so on. 

The birth horoscopes of mates, if examined 
prior to marriage, can tell plenty about pos- 
sible harmony; any qualified astrologer can 
evaluate such charts; the technique is ex- 
plained in many astrological text books. But 
we humans don’t seem to like the idea of plan- 
ning our lives.

Another thing. You'll have to cure her of too 
much self-analysis. Use gentle persuasion. 
Emphasize her good points while correcting 
her bad ones! Use your head to turn her flair 
for analysis into constructive channels. But 
see that she doesn’t spend so much time and 
energy on analysis that she has none left for 
action. 

It would be a good idea to see that her criti- 
cal ability doesn’t get centered on yourself! 
If you allow it, she’ll end up by picking you to 
pieces. She tends to be secretive, because of a 
feeling of reserve. Nip this in the bud. Help 
her to get rid of her fear of expressing herself 
freely. 

The true Virgo woman will not be content 
as your wife and housekeeper only. Let her 
have intellectual interests and share them with 
her. It is necessary that you be mutually 
agreed on philosophical or religious questions. 
Agreement on the main issues of life is very 
important. As your girl is predominantly in- 
tellectual it is necessary for you to get along 
harmoniously on this plan. An emotional ap- 
peal to her must always be accompanied by 
logic. 

Be her pal, her confidant and best friend as 
well as husband. Avoid nagging or criticism. 
Give her no cause for jealousy and avoid being 
jealous of her. With a little sincere effort to 
understand, you can be very happy.

same manner, using images which are col- 
lective in the great cultural periods, and 
more individualistic in periods of “life-tran- 
sitions” for the race, such as our XIXth and 
XXth centuries. 

This then is the reality of the fifth mansion 
for the men of the “second birth.” The child 
being brought forth in this mansion by the 
man who has built his bi-polar soul-organ- 
ism is the Christ-child within, the “Living 
God.” The creations of all great creative 
artists are progressive symbols of such a 
psycho-mental birth; symbols for the use of 
the race at large—especially in the great 
periods of religious and classical culture—but 
also symbols that reveal the progressive soul- 
integration of the artist, as a representative 
personality, whose inner (and possibly, but 
rarely, outer) life can serve as an example 


to others similarly polarized. 

What the fifth mansion means to those of 
the “third birth” is necessarily clouded in 
mystery; for to very few indeed is it given 
to know the significance of the “body” of 
light which is the “home” of the spirit. At 
this stage the individual and the collective 
become one. Life is then a progressive series 
of illuminations and of identifications with 
ever more universal realities. Man then 
reaches beyond the individual stage, even 
though in so doing he acts even more truly 
from the core of his Selfhood. The “soul- 
images” through which he releases the power 
of his “light” must be vast and cosmic Arche- 
types with which he has identified himself;

Di the Dawn Period men have sung their 
songs, have played their instruments, have 
carved and painted: it is strange about the 
arts, to what end has this been done? 

Mankind realized, vaguely perhaps, that 
something advantageous came to him by 
means of these expressions, so he continued 
their use for inspiration and uplift. Finally 
offering these to others, who came for some 
desired effect. 

Music, and the correlated arts, have for ages 
been used as a means for enlightenment, one 
of the greatest factors in, or rather, for the 
human race, in its progress. 

A particular kind, a specified form, of the 
allied arts for the individual to make his own, 
suitable because of his place in this or that de- 
partment of life. 

Just within this century has our world 
openly begun the search for esoteric meanings 
within the arts, preparing these values for an 
eager, expectant public. I cannot explain the 
masters to you, I can only place before you, 
the inspiring helps which are for you to ac- 
cept, as designed by those who will assist us 
upon a Way. 

In that part for living, which we designate 
as Virgo, we come to a study of attributes as 
mentioned in the Epistle to the Philippians: 
whatsoever things are pure, whatsoever things 
are lovely ... think on these things. 

What refreshing thoughts come to us, as we 
consider the essential points for furtherance 
upon the Path as symbolized in this sign: built 
upon purity, loveliness. 

Virgo, immaculate, irreproachable, to be 
kept unsullied. 

Physical, mental, moral characteristics are 
in each sign, to be sure, but each differing 
somewhat from the other. Within Virgo there 
is an original assurance that this spiritual part 
will be presented to the native for unfoldment. 

There is within each person an embryo of 
possibilities, but through circumstances in life, 
this germ is often thwarted, crushed, distorted 
in its chance for development—but it is there, 
divinely implanted. 

Within us, though, ever remember that there 
is that great gift of Free Will, which is no 
more, and no less, than the ability to make 
decisions. Because of this endowment, each 
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native should thoroughly study his fundamen- 
tal aptitude, and recognize limitations. If this 
is done, he is indeed “fore-warned and fore- 
armed!” 

The native within the sign of Sagittarius will 
discover that he possesses traits very different 
from the Virgo: the Virgo will know that he 
has opportunities and boundaries for develop- 
ment vastly unlike “the other person.” When 
this is accomplished, then from this knowledge 
comes a Christed illumination, and perfection 
will certainly be approaching. 

Then mankind will begin to spiral upward 
and upward, to that goal which we seek, per- 
fected humanity. Finished in beauty, as the 
Amerind in his long ago epoch sang: “The 
Morning Star, I wear upon my forehead—in 
Beauty it is finished.” 

The ideal for the Virgo native is found 
within the small word Service; with the Mer- 
cury rule will come the reasoning faculty. 
But to attain the high ministry desired, there 
are other parts in the sign for the native. 

Service, a word of quiet and unobtrusive 
significance. The key-notes for you, are har- 
monies built from pure and self-forgetting 
service, made possible by the infusion of the 
faculty for discerning the right, and the wrong, 
in a service—such practical queries as “Do I 
hinder by serving too much in this instance?” 
or “Will my service be more constructive by 
avoiding concrete giving to this suppliant?” 

With your acceptance of Service as your 
underlying characteristic to be studied, then 
the masters for you must be of those who 
have inspirations for this ideal need. 

I present Tennyson, who will bring genuine 
aid for you, more than any other one master. 
He is the embodiment of that which is abso- 
lutely essential for the Virgo, for the harmon- 
izing of your different vehicles for soul- 
expression. 

Approach him, accept him, the result will 
encourage a complete union and harmony 
with the Stranger Within. Remember, this 
disturbing Stranger Within knows the mission 
for each native, is here for the express pur- 
pose of spiritual evolution, but can of itself 
do nothing; why? 

As a part of the divine, it is ready to express 
through your vehicles, what will you do to 
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assist? This physical body must be given the 
most exquisite care, the impressions accepted 
must be superlative, the mind must be made 
supreme in its constant use of the finest “food.” 
I have for you in these lectures only to deal 
with the masters from the allied arts, the other 
“aids” constitute totally different methods! 

Virgo is spoken of as a mystical sign; Ten- 
nyson is often described as having a mystical 
quality. This is, to me, an abused term, many 
employing its use without due regard to its 
limitations. If the dominant note for Virgo 
is Service, then the mystical quality of the sign 
must contain other attributes than are com- 
monly supposed to be within it. 

Mysticism, as it is usually defined, partakes 
largely of a romantic quality rather than of an 
idyllic religious nature. The mystic separates 
himself from actual living, from the everyday 
conditions of existence. 

The three “everyday” departments of life 
may be described as human affections, ma- 
terial well-being and individual indepen- 
dence: nothing of a mystical life there. 

The one who dwells in the aloof mystical 
realm, becomes almost unapproachable, so 
elusive is he. Yes, Tennyson seems to present 
the abstract, but there is within his offerings 
something tangible which may be possessed 
and transmuted into a definite stimulation for 
the Virgo person, and that helpful quality is 
idealism. 

Idealism, more human and more vital for 
human progress, than the frail, elusive, 
chiffon-like, mystical interpretation of life. 

Virgo has the natural inclination to this 
mystical life, he has come here with a philos- 
ophy which makes it easy for him to seek a 
complete absorption, which finally may result 
in utter self-annihilation. 

Now, do you not see, that if the very essence 
in the chance for advancement in the Virgo 
lies in Service, it can not be the part of wis- 
dom to continue too closely the mystic’s plan? 

Idealize your thoughts, avoid the vague and 
self-abnegation design: be industrious about 
the giving of your self. You must be sincerely 
anxious about the other person, as the Virgo 
qualities are so fine; meaning by my use of 
that word, something of these traits: splendid, 
ethereal and exquisite. 

With great gifts come great responsibilities, 
proving the intricacy of the Virgo pattern— 
recall the Indian rug we discussed in one lec- 
ture! Difficult to perfect the design, but so 
flawless when complete. 

That expectant Ego, that Stranger Within, 
requires delicacy of approach, to enable the 
different means of expression to become ideal- 
ized. The intellect will be evident, because of 


the Mercury rule, and, colored by a warm gen- 
tleness of emotion, comparable to its coloring, 
pink jasper, hyacinth, mercurial violet. 

The union of such innate powers will pro- 
duce idealism, tending to a substantial and 
permanent soul-development. The mystical 
part of the nature need not be ignored, no, 
indeed, but to express yourself through Ser- 
vice, it must become more a part of concrete 
living. 

Supernal values are essential for each na- 
tive, they are ready for you, in certain suitable 
inspirations. The masters received the arche- 
typal forms, and being endowed with genius, 
they filled in the outline with rich, inspiring 
colors. There we find the “design for a full and 
complete living” but, of course, we must search 
diligently for that esoteric meaning. 

Tennyson and Mozart for the Virgo sign. 
Approach their creations with perfect confi- 
dence in the realization of your desire. Appre- 
ciate the innate loveliness of a Virgo existence, 
that place you occupy. 

There is the essence of simplicity and ideal- 
ism within you, these qualities must be under- 
stood, then expanded by means of spiritual 
service. Your masters are for your delight 
and joy, their offerings should become precious 
possessions, then you will feel that impulse to 
build towards idealism. 

Often some one who listens to my lectures, 
concerning this or that sign, will hopelessly 
remark: “But I am not expressing myself that 
way!” 

To you, I say, do not pity yourself, it is 
soul-suicide, cease being amazed over what 
is “required of thee”—do something about it— 
development comes only through activity: 
Inert? Opportunities will pass by, you must 
seek before you find. 

Each sign, with no exception, needs beauty, 
and to acquire that requisite, add duty to your 
activities. Busy yourself, for much work is 
required, before the longed-for radiance will 
appear. Fill yourself with a definite plan for 
life—then that which you lack will be pro- 
vided. 

The Virgo type needs a constant vigilance, 
forget all slight physical disturbances, you are 
apt to assign too much importance to them. 
Service must be understood in detail, the key- 
word is yours, made for you: the germ of 
spiritual progress is there, divinely implanted. 
What will you do with it? 

The characteristics are within you, funda- 
mentally, but no one can force you to an ac- 
complishment. The lessons must be applied as 
understanding comes, then attainment will ap- 
proach. Often and more often must I ad- 
monish my readers and listeners, that it is the

state of mind evoked, not the gifts themselves, 
which have the supernal value. Immediately 
you ascribe meanings to the masters them- 
selves, then deterioration begins. The poems, 
the paintings, the music are symbols wherein 
you are to seek for spiritual help. 

That which they impart and not the masters 
themselves! R 

Tennyson was of lyrical quality, never 
Shakespeare-like nor Browning-like. He pre- 
sented beauty directly, delicately. Just listen 
to him quietly and in a receptive manner, thus 
gaining the impression which you of the Virgo 
sign require, that is, a true sense of immacu- 
late simplicity. 

In Mozart are combined the same effects, 
but with an unprecedented infusion of schol- 
arly power; this master has perhaps never 
been equalled in that respect. 

Simplicity does not mean lack of strength, 
but shows a fine rarefied power. The Virgo 
native is peculiarly adapted to the acceptance 
of this condition—values found in Tennyson 
and Mozart and high symbolic ideals as dis- 
coverable in Burne-Jones. 

Virgo, with that dominant tone, service, 
sounding all through, must find harmony 
through genuine thoughts, purity of purpose. 
Then the resulting consistency will imbue the 
native with a discerning faculty. This comes 
because the reasoning Mercury is there—when 
given an opportunity. 

Mozart gives impressions which lift you 
above and away from any imperious or con- 
ventional stifíness. Yes, he is almost complex 
in his simplicity. Only a supreme master can 
have that quality. 

Virgo, earth, betrays a nature trait in the 
most exalted form, myriads of ideal patterns 
for the native, from masters who went to na- 
ture for esoteric meanings. 

Burne-Jones, who in some ways will recall 
Blake to you, was of this peculiar transcendent 
type. Virgo needs his message of charm, 
which can be found in his complete super- 
structure, based upon technical beauty and 
deep symbolism in design. 

There is nothing tentative about Burne- 
Jones, mental certainty is felt all through his 
work: he had a splendid ideal, sought dili- 
gently in the learning of days past, then pre- 
sented these lessons gained, in art of exceed- 
ingly symbolic character. 

If Virgo desires earnestly to express service, 
then the high values necessary for under- 
standing can be acquired through these spir- 
itual forms, expressed in nature. Interpreted 
by Tennyson, also Burne-Jones and exqui- 
sitely by Mozart. 

Shall I explain the forces to be found in 


Virgo and the reason? There are spiritual 
energies sent from higher forces as the sun 
passes through this sign, they permeate the 
earth. Virgo is the accepted designated place 
for the receiving, but how to translate the in- 
herent power into activity, is not revealed, 
except through a word, service. Reasoning 
ability is granted, so if the native seeks, the 
hidden “mysterious” secret may be learned. 

We are dealing here with something intan- 
gible, that is the reason for my uttering words 
of caution concerning mysticism. By virtue 
of the sign, you are to be given the oppor- 
tunity to view ideal “structures” of surpass- 
ing grandeur, consider yourself a novice, an 
apprentice, just beginning the journey towards 
perfection, spiritual unfolding. Pursue the 
service impulse, consistently, it will lead to 
full soul-consciousness. 

The very delicate simplicity of the Virgo 
makes of the way an exacting procedure, ar- 
duous, often complicated, unless the native 
keeps ever before his spiritual gaze, the sym- 
bolism of ideal service. ‘ 

Refine all vehicles for the pilgrimage, ac- 
cept the illumined messages from your mas- 
ters, not just emotionally, but with the con- 
scious addition of the mind, that will facilitate 
the union with The Stranger Within, enabling 
that completed YOU, to express the highest 
Idealism. 

Browning, Morris and all of “my” other 
masters, possess their own peculiar radiance, 
it is only that Virgo, Mercury ruled, earthy, 
common (flexible) has the need for peculiar 
and more fitting values. 

Tennyson possesses the “endowing” ability, 
strangely suited to Virgo, almost superlatively 
valuable. His gift for you will be of the mind 
and of the heart, which you may receive by 
reason and emotion. 

Mozart? His gifts are instinct with esoteric 
worth! Purity, beauty, perfection, heralding 
the mission of ideal service for the Virgo born, 
His influences will create within you glowing 
colors, lustrous, vibrating, lifting to the com- 
prehension of the flaming spiritual duty for 
service, which is absolutely required of you 
for your advancement upon the path. 

The inspiring help in Tennyson, Mozart, 
Burne-Jones should be as an atmosphere for 
you, completely enveloping your vehicles. 
Look with expectancy towards such lines as 
these: 


“ |. . under groves that look’d a paradise 

Of blossom, over sheets of hyacinth 

That seem’d the heavens upbringing thro’ 
the earth” 
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Did you know that for your sign, there is a 
need for the gem, hyacinth, while Mercury 
influenced, there is a twin-need for the vio- 
let color? Re-read those Tennyson lines and 
you may discover something! z 

Virgo, earthy? Yes, but soul interest and 
soul passion dominate this nature quality, 
and Tennyson had the “gift” to portray for 
you in poetic form, that which will inspire 
and train the desires and mentality. The 
outcome will be the enhancing of those na- 
tive qualities, hastening the union with the 
ego, or as I have ever named that divine 
spark, the Stranger Within. 

Again, in the poem Aenone, are found 
fundamental parts of your nature: 


“Self-reverence, self-knowledge, self- 
control, 

These three alone lead life to sovereign 
power. 

Yet not for power (power of herself 

Would come uncall'd for) but to live by 
law. 

Acting the law we live by, without fear;” 


As you ponder upon such lines, “more light” 
will be your earnest desire, and if this boon 
is sought, it will be granted and you will 
soon gaze upon more splendid degrees of 
progress, advancing upon the way through 
service. 

Again I repeat, Tennyson, Mozart, Burne- 
Jones. There is something about the suitable 
masters which impresses the desire nature, 
and at the same time the mental vehicle is 
made luminous, thus advancing the aspirant 
towards the goal. The only requirement is a 
willingness to receive, do your part gladly, 
joyously, no matter in what condition you 
are placed. 

You are just where you have earned an 
abiding place, and the sooner one realizes 
this Truth of existence, the more rapidly will 
illumination begin. 

Be ideal, somewhat mystical, yes, but do 
not forget that we live in a material world. 
We must exist right here with our fellows, 
that cannot be avoided, practical problems 
must be solved, the humdrum round of daily 
duties must be attended to carefully. 

Entertain visions, build spiritual castles, 
but ever have an under-structure of firm- 
ness and lasting quailties. You see we can 
not advance alone, the very human, essential 
service part is within that germ for spiritual 
progress! 

My meaning may often appear more sug- 
gestive than specific, but this is done ad- 
visedly, that you may be impelled to search 


for the jewel-like content of the message. 
A jewel is precious, and much to be desired, 
is it not? So, search for the brilliancy within 
these allusions, you will find it, I assure you, 
very beloved will the knowledge be when 
you have made it yours. 

You recall that in Libra we found a need 
for positive rhythms, discovered in Scandi- 
navian forms and the Finnish values. Sel- 
dom have I discerned in the composite gifts 
of a people, such a strong uplifting condition. 
You have seen the composite picture of types, 
blended into one? That is what I mean, take 
the enduring, irresistible, virile attributes from 
a people, amalgamate—there will appear in- 
spirations for some need. 

For the lack of poise in the Libran, such 
rhythms as Sibelius exemplified the force of 
the small nation from which he came. I 
know of but one other nation impressing me 
in the same way—the land of the Czech, until 
recently called Bohemia. 

The pioneering accent of Whitman corre- 
lated fittingly, and the great master Rem- 
brandt. Whitman gives a real philosophy in 
his Leaves of Grass, so is there a similar 
meaning in Rembrandt. He was faithful to 
the Plan, as given him for his service of Art. 
He presented beauty perfectly poised and with 
exquisite balance. 

Rembrandt cannot be imitated, the lighting 
and shading are so marvelous. He found a 
perfect beauty in what might be called “un- 
beauty” not ugliness. Just a lack of beauty, 
which had not before been imbued with grace 
and charm. He had poetry of shading, per- 
fectly balanced, an understanding which came 
from within his inmost self, so he was capable 
of presenting unthought-of-master-pieces. 

In his “Jacob wrestling with the Angel,” one 
learns how strong a spiritual message may 
be given through the medium of an art. I 
have advised a study of this before, my reason, 
that Libra may realize reality must be accord- 
ed its place, but there is majesty to be gained 
by perfect balance: the man wrestling, the 
angel, poised above! Poised and in serene 
harmony. 

Libra, Venus-ruled—so different from Virgo, 
Mercury-ruled! Just a cursory glance at the 
names, discloses something of the unlikeness; 
to the esoteric student, it is easy to under- 
stand that influences from the masters should 
be vastly dissimilar. 

When we speak of the Mercury influence, 
which means enlightenment through reason- 
ing, we assert a presence of mental ability— 
that discernment of truth may be realized. 

By this authority, yours by divine right, the 
germ of spiritual progress should be quick- 
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ened into manifestation. That is my reason 
for advising the Virgo native to not acknowl- 
edge or admit the mystical nature too much. 
Service is essential and required, and if the 
mysticism is too highly honored, then the 
Virgo life lacks the skill to make the needed 
contacts. 

The Christed consciousness must be recog- 
nized, must be encouraged, before the splen- 
dor of attainment through service can be even 
approached. Lift every impulse and thought 
by acceptance of the values as prepared for 
you in these, your masters. 

Mozart, clear and serene, joyous and daz- 
zling, a master of transcendent perfection. In 
that exquisite gem, his sonata IX, there is 
even therapeutic help. Listen to the delicacy 
of the theme, then accept the Variations I 
and IV; the “lift” in the IVth is almost poign- 
ant in its emotional effect. 

The fineness is velvety, yes, but penetrating 
in its power to enter into the inner sanctu- 
aries of the being. Mozart has so much of 
that caressingly intense nobility which ranks 
him with the highest. 

He was created a master, proving that music 
is a world unto itself, brought to us on this 
earth, but from a “heaven-world,” abstract 
and totally independent of human influence. 
Mozart came as an exponent of the archetypal 
forces from that higher life. His music is 
crystallized sound-forms. 

Virgo, earthy, common, peculiarly designed 
by higher beings to comprehend certain spiri- 
tual tones from nature’s sounds—the first 
principle for spirituality is there, within this 
sign. Sustenance provided from the great 
bequests of such masters as Tennyson, Mo- 
zart and Burne-Jones. Repeat the names so 
often that they, the very names, will convey 
a meaning. 

Mozart was “permitted” but thirty-five 
years in which to give out his message. The 
life mission was created for him, that the ful- 
fillment of such a trust might be consummated 
within that span. 

Mozart’s life was not one of unfulfilled in- 
tentions; he left a finished structure, definite 
and far-reaching. Perhaps I may venture to 
say that a mediocre life may have more time 
to germinate as it will; while those farther 
along the Path, are under direct guidance and, 
when the design has been completed, the sum- 
mons comes. 

Perhaps to you and me, Mozart’s life was 
too short, but I have a faith that Higher Wis- 
dom knows better. He gave inspiration to 
the world; with a longer life, he might have 
repeated in stronger terms. I feels that he 
left this existence just at the right time. There 


is a “destiny that shapes our ends, rough-hew 
them as we will,” how much more to be be- 
lieved regarding a master of Mozart’s ad- 
vancement. 

I try to impress upon my listeners how im- 
portant that each native makes a thorough 
study of his fundamental nature—there is an 
esoteric psychology, and we know it by the 
name of astrology. 

This has no connection whatever with for- 
tune-telling or material gain. This astrology 
is spiritual and, when we understand our du- 
ties here, then we shall know that “the Law 
of Consequence works in perfect harmony” 
with this plan. 

There is a physical well-being for each na- 
tive to consider, an emotional self to observe 
and protect against lower contamination, but 
that is not within the compass of these lec- 
tures. We here are dealing with cultural up- 
lift, as found within inspiring effects from the 
masters. 

These lectures are given for the purpose of 
evoking the highest aids possible, by present- 
ing supernal “food” which may (if you will) 
elevate to an advanced state, and continuing 
the taking of such sustenance will make per- 
manent your desired union with The Stranger 
Within. Perhaps some think of that inner 
self as the ego, but through my years of as- 
sociation with the Amerind and other peoples 
similar, I learned that this ego, this disturb- 
ing, unknown part of an individual is really 
a “Stranger Within.” 

This Stranger Within needs much consid- 
eration, and is only satisfied with the best, 
the finest. Through music and the allied arts 
we assist final union and peace. Is it not natu- 
ral that some art expressions will gratify my 
soul-longing while the same, beloved of me, 
might really displease you? 

Sagittarius, of the drawn-bow, lacked the 
impressions which could be found within De- 
bussy, Botticelli, Blake. Each one of these 
three, stated “It is my mission to create.” But 
Libra does not need the same infusions. The 
former is Jupiter-ruled, the latter, Venus- 
ruled, 

With the Pisces person, I urged the acquir- 
ing of very pronounced methods, such out- 
standing masters as Bach and Dante. Given 
because they were of “sharp and exacting 
lines” themselves. The Piscean lacks a certain 
rich coloring to bring out a positive sense of 
real unity with life. 

Where shall we find this adornment? In 
the artist-master Turner, just being acknowl- 
edged as a master. 

Pisces has a tendency which keeps him from 
recognizing his limitations, It is no imperfec- 
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tion to have a circumscribed sphere; the fault 
lies in not admitting this restriction and then 
endowing one’s nature with esoteric inspira- 
tions and making it radiant with appropriate 
coloring. How can this be done? 

In your Bach you found a profound beauty, 
in Dante, symbolism of a high order; for an- 
other master, Turner, who worked to obtain 
knowledge from all things in nature. Then 
with an advanced intuition as to the value of 
light, he made masterful use of glorious col- 
ors, which is invaluable for an aspirant from 
the Pisces sign. 

Turner was alone in his life, lesser ones 
maligned him, but he, with the true master 
instinct, went on his way. He did not confine 
himself to established forms but, inspired by 
an earned wisdom, he sought and found new 
and vivid light effects. 

There will be for the Piscean needed im- 
pression of a rare white, glowing, the shadows 
will not depress, but have a peculiar radiance. 
I may truthfully say that no other master has 
presented the same kind of dazzling effects. 
At first, you, of the compassionate sign, will 
not be attracted to the brilliant intensity of 
Turner, but the native of this sign, has ever 
the tendency to negativeness. 

The master, Titian, gave richness, Tintor- 
etto too flamboyant, and one poet, the great 
Goethe, meditated deeply upon color effects. 
These and many others were seeking for the 
great message to be found in hues and varying 
shades. 

Turner, unerringly, gave free and unlimited 
awareness to hitherto undiscovered marvels 
which he found in colors. 

Ruskin, an unsurpassed critic, recognized 
Turner as a master, placing him in the fore- 
rank; slowly a critical world has begun to 
admit that Turner deserves the honor Ruskin 
accorded. 

This man gave adoration to the sun, as pos- 
sessing a transcendent power to make lumi- 
nous all that it touched—he gives light in such 
a positive way, as illuminating all darkness. 
That is for the Piscean to accept. Your chry- 
solite, moonstone, the softness of that Jupiter 
blue, must be glorified, made alight, then in 
turn, comes that creative power needed in 
your sphere of advancement particularly. 

Perhaps this lecture sounds a great deal like 
a summary, a sort of a resume? Yes, it is, 
because the place in our study is in the sixth 
sign, and comparisons must be made, those 
past must be linked together. We go into 
three parts of the Zodiac now, Taurus, Cancer 
and Capricorn, which will have contrasting 
aids, so I ever recapitulate, that there may 
be no confusion in the advancing plan. 


As we proceed in our search for inspiration, 
we find ourselves “far afield,” traveling 
through all realms of human endeavor. 

We travel “light” if we have learned the 
inestimable lesson of caring for the physical 
needs, so as not to be hampered in our ad- 
vancement. I have mentioned that the refin- 
ing of all vehicles which have been given us 
for expression is necessary, but that the meth- 
od is not within the province of such lectures 
as these. 

My mission is in the cultural manner, the 
state of mind to be lifted through emotional 
approach. As the mental functioning becomes 
finer through these values, then philosophy 
takes its place as a requisite. 

Certain philosophies for each department, 
but not until the native is prepared. If the 
“why is it so, and what causes it?” as queries 
concerning existence are recognized too soon, 
there will be much disturbance. 

Pisces, exulting by means of Bach, Dante, 
Turner, will gain insight, intensity and steadi- 
ness of aim which will overcome any recog- 
nition of a negative development. Some signs 
require a restraining influence; not so Pisces! 

I have explained your tendencies, read and 
re-read the previous lectures, making certain 
of your needs. The restraints for you must 
not be as for the others. You are common 
(flexible) staid, inclined to non-essentials, so* 
enliven and illumine by aid of the Jupiter 
propensities. 

Then the happy result should be this—a 
union with that Stranger Within by high spiri- 
tual compassion, extended vision; is that not 
worth the labor? One master has so agreed: 
“Thou Life, who sellest us all good things at 
the price of labor!” Fortunate we are that 
this is true! 

Pisces must be told further that the master 
Bach, nad the declaiming power: in “The 
Passion” he has for you one of the most ma- 
jestic tonal-art-pictures the world has ever 
received. Here he completely united vocal 
and orchestral inspirations, masterful, yes, but 
crystal clear and glowing with soft beauties. 

For each native, though, there must be one 
very positive commandment: in no way try 
to appear different from your real nature; 
with careful planning seek for your funda- 
mental attributes. 

Having accomplished this, then you have in 
your possession a “blue-print” of the real self 
upon which to build a perfect life-structure. 

Tennyson for Virgo? He was a Leo, an 
earned power, giving his gifts abundantly and 
without reserve. Virgo, with flawless symbol, 
a sign designated for the observance of all that 
is high and beautiful. i 
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Mozart, amazing master, who came into this 
life perfected, to give through the medium of 
that which we call music. He is superlative 
in an irreproachable message for this native 
of Virgo, who must receive esthetic meanings. 
Even in one of his operas which is listened 
to for enjoyment of rhythm only, there are 
deep esoteric meanings—if the student under- 
stands. 

Burne-Jones is now a name to “conjure 
with,” but during his lifetime there was a fail- 
ure to realize the symbolic meaning held with- 
in those strange art-gifts of his. He turned 
to such esoteric poems as The Songs of Solo- 
mon, wherein one finds human love-terms. 

Perfectly natural to be used, as we have but 
human words to describe love, and only hu- 
man forms to depict mankind in perfection of 
development. These lines “Awake, O North 
Wind; and come, thou South; blow upon my 
garden that the spices thereof may flow out,” 
perfume of the immaculate sign, lilies of the 
Madonna, symbol for Virgo, and poetic fan- 
cies presenting the “bride” by the streamlet 
of life. 

Virgo, earthy (nature symbology) portrayed 
in Burne-Jones, through strict adherence to 
nature, every drapery, flower, perfect as the 
Virgo essential —spiritual perfection. 

Burne-Jones, in utmost seriousness and 
earnestness, overcame all obstacles in his way 
as he developed his ideals of art-forms. In 
“Love leading the Pilgrim” we come upon that 
which is the key-word for Virgo, Service. 

Love (Charity or self-forgetting Service) is 
crowned with roses, with the green of leaves 
and the music from nature's sounds, guides 
«the pilgrim over the otherwise impassable way. 

Burne-Jones was of this celestial sign; born 
August 28, his sensitive, saint-like face dis- 
closes the exquisite inner nature of this man. 
He was endowed with a resolution to present 
his art-message which never deserted him, 
In my lecture on Burne-Jones and his life- 


work, I accord him one of the highest places; 
his mission was to interpret for those who 
need esoteric values. 

He employed a delicacy of technic almost 
unequalled, although Blake was similar. 
Burne-Jones turned to the Bible for spiritual 
offerings, but 1 can only mention to you his 
greatness and his appropriate application to 
the development of the Virgo talents. 


Tennyson and Burne-Jones give similar ef- 
fects which may be enhanced when the native 
consents to receiving these inspirations, while 
with the addition to Mozart, the Virgo pro- 
pensities and requirements gain the impetus 
to carry on that essential service, keynote of 
the sign. 

This ray of spiritual light which is prepared 
for the Virgo, is shining steadily, made visible 
because of that quickening power in the sign, 
the germ for spiritual progress. It is required 
“of thee” to advance by service, the masters 
have gracious gifts for you, Tennyson, Mozart, 
Burne-Jones: 

Virgo, a place to be considered holy, to be 
made more hallowed by each duty. Idealism, 
fragrant with mysticism, presenting a life- 
picture of a golden immaculate completeness. 

Pursue that spiritual gleam; difficult? Yes, 
sometimes, but the reaching of the goal will 
mean supreme joy and happiness: 


“You young mariner, 
You from the haven 
Under the sea-cliff 
You that are watching 


* * * 
With eyes of wonder, 
* * * 


Follow the gleam. 
Down to the haven 
Call your companions, 
After it, follow it, 
Follow The Gleam.”

E these discourses on diseases you will 
find the term Prominent and Afflicted used 
frequently. So we may as well determine 
now, when and why a planet is Prominent. 
Any Planet occupying an angle is considered 
prominent due to the power it exerts over 
the life and health. Any Planet aspecting 
the Sun, Moon or Mercury is considered 
Prominent in Diagnosis. Due to the fact 
that Solar-Lunar Etheric energies compose 
the Etheric-Electro Magnetic Body—this is 
the Aura that shows on some photographs, 
Mercury ruling the nervous system and the 
associated Etheric substance that carries the 
messages over the nerves. And due to the 
fact that Astral Changes are only possible 
because of the Etheric Substance associated 
with the body—and due to the fact that 
Physical changes can only be brought about 
from Astral or Un-conscious mental condi- 
tions—we can see the tremendous import of 
these three planets in diagnosis. 

Follows the data for a typical Cancer Chart 
—No. 267—Male—Dec. 22, 1867. Place 89-30 
West. 40-45 North. MC28 Gemini. 11th-2-Leo. 
12th-2-Virgo. ASC. 28-03 Virgo. 2nd-24- 
Libra. 3rd-24-Scorpio. Will leave the planets 
for those of you who have sufficient interest to 
look them up. Birth Chart Constant for Can- 
cer, An afflicted Saturn or Saturn as an afflict- 
ing influence. Progressed Constant. A Major 
Progressed Aspect—usually an affliction to 
Saturn. 

Now let us examine more fully this all too 
prevalent disease. Types—Epithelial cancer, 
in which there is no trabecular frame work. 
Scirrhous cancer, in which the frame work 
predominates and the tumor is of hard con- 
sistence and slow growth. Encephaloid cancer 
called the medullary or soft type, in which the 
cellular structure predominates, and the tumor 
is soft, grows rapidly and ulcerates. Colloid 
cancer in which the cancerous structure be- 
comes gelatinous. The last three are also 
called Carcinoma. Constants remain the same 
for all types—and the most prevalent but not 
only conflicting influence is a discordant aspect 
from the sun to Saturn. In this particular case 
we are considering. Under Sun Progressed 
(Major) to the square to Saturn r and Moon r,

Saturn is less than one degree out of Scorpio 
and therefore exerts quite a strong influence 
in this part of the body. When the Sun came 
conjunction Jupiter in 1929, he went to best 
known clinic in the country and was operated 
upon. June, 1931, with Sun square Saturn 
progressed, the disease started rapid growth 
and spreading, and he died before the Sun had 
progressed beyond the one degree of orb to 
the square of Saturn prog. Note Major Aspect 
to ruler of first and to ruler of sixth at time 
disease became manifest. Note Major direc- 
tion to ruler of eighth at death. Saturn cor- 
responds to the Safety Urges—which when 
discordant cause Fear, Worry and extreme 
selfishness. A cancer is a group of selfish 
cells, which have refused to co-operate with 
other cells for the welfare of the body as a 
whole (sounds like racketeering politicians, 
does it not?) and unless this condition is 
checked it may spread to other parts of the 
system—just as any revolution grows. 

The various endocrine glands, upon which 
the chemical balance of the body depends, 
cannot carry out their functions unless the 
various mineral salts and various vitamins 
which they require are present in the food. 
More often than not a heavy influence of Sa- 
turn, such as is present when Cancer develops, 
attracts the individual to foods that lack some 
essential ingredient. The proper Stellar Diet 
should therefore be selected. And in this case 
as far as the disease cancer—which is all that 
will receive attention—the diet needed should 
be one containing abundant Iron and Copper 
and the Vitamins A, B and C in order that the 
Adrenals may function properly. 

Vitamin A is found in all green leaf vege- 
tables and especially in the yellow pigmented 
vegetables that contain carotene, which gives 
the characteristic color to carrots. Milk, butter, 
cream, codliver oil, liver and kidney contain it 
abundantly. Vitamin B is found in the germs 
of cereals, yeast, egg yolk and in lesser 
amounts in all vegetables and fruits. 

Vitamin C is abundant in oranges, lemons 
and other citrous fruits and in lesser 
amounts in most fruits and vegetables. 

Iron is contained in egg yolk, dried beans, 
dried peas, whole wheat, almonds, lean beef, 


he developed cancer of the Prostate Gland. - oatmeal, spinach, dried prunes, walnuts, pea- 
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nuts and potatoes as well as other foods not 
here listed. 

Copper. A very few of the foods that con- 
tain copper are listed in order of content. 
Fresh calves’ liver has the highest content, 
wheat germs, oats, almonds, kidney beans, rye, 
peas, asparagus, corn and lentils. 

Stellar Treatment—This will be mentioned 
only briefly due to the fact that training is re- 
quired in order to be able to use it. 

Apply Stellar energies of Venus and Sun to 
dynamic Stellar structure mapped by Saturn 
in the birth chart and to place Cancer is lo- 
cated. Also apply etheric Solar energies in 
both cases. 

Now for the mental element, which any one 
who has the ability to direct their own 
thoughts can use. The Natural antidote for 
discordant Safety Urges—or Saturn—is the 
Social Urges or Venus. These two vibratory 
rates are Polar Opposites. Where one mani- 
fests—the other cannot exist in a discordant 
manner. That is—it is impossible to love and 
fear the same thing at the same time. 

In this particular chart we find Saturn con- 
joined the Moon-posited in the third house of 
the chart—which has rulership over private 
thoughts—writings etc., and in this case what 
is more important—Brothers and Sisters— 
closely squared by Jupiter in the sixth. There- 
fore the brothers-sisters and work prove the 
source of worry. A marked tendency to be 
selfish regarding these relatives is present due 
to the discord—so the important question is 
what to do about it—and that is easy. Simply, 
deliberately cultivate the atitude that every- 
thing will turn out all right in the end and 
take a keen delight in manifesting a brotherly 
Love (Venus) toward them—and since it is 
the third—(short journeys) take them on lit- 
tle trips and attend Social (Venus) affairs 
with them—and above all, get some fun out of 
it. Cultivate the attitude of confidence that all 
will be well. Had this individual followed this 
policy—he would never have had cancer or 
any other of the many Saturnine diseases. 

But what about the Glands? Saturn rules 
the bones, teeth and mineral salts of the body. 
Also the ligaments. And it has a decided in- 
fluence upon the ADRENAL GLAND and the 
manufacture and secretion of Adrenalin. And 
a decided influence upon the Spleen which is 
the storage battery of Vital Etheric Energy 
and an affliction to Saturn tends to a condition 
of the Spleen in which it is unable to get and 
hold this vital energy. Experiments have 


shown that there is no difference in the action 
on the secretion of adrenalin into the blood— 
between an attitude of fight or flight—either 
way—the secretion is engendered by an emo- 
tion and the adrenal responds with the secre~ 
tion of Adrenalin—which is the chemical mes- 
senger that goes to the liver and draws a 
reserve of stored Glycogen—which is con- 
verted into sugar—the fuel ready for use. 

Long afflictions to Saturn—unless converted 
by the application of the antidote—due to the 
mental states attracted—cause a depletion of 
adrenalin in the system—the added strain 
overworks the gland and it can no longer fur- 
nish the elements that repel invasion. The 
blood becomes toxic and if an abrasion be 
caused on the skin, or the toxic action of im- 
purities of the blood on internal tissue—there 
is a tendency to the formation of the selfish 
colony of cells—called cancer. 

It is interesting to note that in producing 
cancer artificially—that constant applications 
of Coal Tar—a mined Saturn product—has 
been used with success. Saturn encourages 
morbidity of thought—and the expression, I’ve 
got the blues, is an expression of the cold Sa- 
turn type of blue (correct saturn color) to the 
mental condition. The habits of self pity, fear 
that not enough food will be supplied, saving 
too much, stinginess, keeping everything for 
self—are typically Saturn—in his discordant 
aspects—and these thoughts encourage cancer 


` and other diseases peculiar to Saturn. Relig- 


ions that encourage the long solemn face—the 
attitude that to enjoy yourself is sinful, etc., 
do much to assist in the spread of these dis- 
eases. Anyone who has all of the selfishness 
out of his system, who experiences real joy in 
living—and in addition has true faith in the 
higher power will not have cancer providing 
that in addition he furnishes his system with 
all necessary elements. Had the individual 
pictured in the example chart attained and 
acted upon—a true sense of values—the cancer 
would not have manifested. Saturnine worry 
places more importance on situations than 
they warrant. I want here to refer to the 
source of the chart and information on diet. 
Brotherhood of Light Courses XXI, Personal 
Alchemy and Stellar Dietetics for the Diet. 
And Course XVI, Stellar Diagnosis and Stellar 
Healing for the chart and some of the other 
information.

O. first Broadcast under the above title’ 
on Thursday, August 29th, over W. M. C. A. 
met with some difficulties, obstructions and 
delays, by reason of a disinclination on the 
part of the station to permit the use of the 
word Astrology and of Astrological terminol- 
ogy over the air. The station felt that the 
Federal Radio Commission might object to 
the use of such terms. It was explained that 
this was purely a personal interpretation of 
a recent F. R. C. ruling relative to Astrology. 
But the station did not feel like accepting 
the responsibility for this Broadcast unless 
the same was definitely approved by the 
Commission. However, the Editor declined to 
personally Broadcast unless permitted to use 
the word Astrology and Astrological terms, 
whereupon and in order that those who were 
prepared to listen to our programme might 
not be disappointed, a station announcer was 
permitted to give his personal interpretation 
of our findings, omitting all reference to 
Astrology, pending further advice from the 
Radio Commission. 


At present, this matter is being taken up 
with the Federal Radio Commission at Wash- 
ington, and we hope that in the near future 
Astrology may be cleared of certain unsavory 
implications that have become attached to 
the word through the ill-advised activities of 
certain of its unscrupulous and ill-informed 
professors and that we may be permitted to 
give our interpretations in Astrological lan- 
guage as an Astrologer properly should. We 
feel that it is in the best interests of Scien- 
tific Astrology and the general public, who 
have been in the past victimized by the Car- 
nival brand of Astrology, that we take and 
maintain this stand. For only in this way can 
we establish it as a fact, that Astrology can 


* be presented uncamouflaged and in a man- 


ner that is helpful to many and harmful to 
none. 


In the meantime, we believe that our read-

BROADCAST OVER W. M. C. A. 


Scheduled for August 29th, 1935, 11:00 P.M. 
E. D. S. T. 


This is the initial broadcast of a series that 
shall be devoted to a discussion of current 
events, from the Astrological point of view. 


It is our intention, this evening, to devote 
considerable time to a study of the Inter- 
national situation, which is, of course, para- 
mount in the minds of most people at this 
time. But, before going into that I would 
like to comment briefly on another item of 
public interest, somewhat nearer home. 


A few days ago it was reported that the 
New Jersey Court of Appeals would hand 
down a decision in the Hauptmann case, on 
September 12th. A glance at the Ephemeris, 
for that date, reveals the fact that, Astrolog- 
ically speaking, the chances of Hauptmann 
getting a favorable opinion on that day are 
very slight. We base this conclusion upon 
the position of the Moon, on that day, Sep- 
tember 12th, which is so placed as to power- 
fully stimulate a natal cross in Hauptmann’s 
chart and from that alone we would þe in- 
clined to believe that the Court of Appeals 
will probably sustain the verdict of the Flem- 
ington Jury and reaffirm the conviction of 
Hauptmann. The Horoscope of Bruno Rich- 
ard Hauptmann has already been discussed 
at length, in various issues of AMERICAN As- 
TROLOGY MAGAZINE. Those who desire copies 
of the same may obtain them upon applica- 
tion. 


Now, let us study some of the planetary 
aspects of the present European crisis. Re- 
ports from Europe at this time would seem 
to indicate that we are on the verge of an- 
other World War, and during the next few 
minutes I shall attempt to present to you a 
few Astrological facts in the hope and belief 
that such may throw some additional light 
on the probable future trend of events. 
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We wish to stress one point in this con- 
nection. This science of Astrology by which 
this forecast is being made should not be 
considered as primarily a predictive science, 
but rather a science of interpretation by 
which we may properly classify and evaluate 
past and present events or conditions. Hav- 
ing thus classified past and present experi- 
ence, any scientist will agree that it is then 
quite possible to arrive at correct deduc- 
tions as to probable future developments. It 
is our contention that the planetary pattern 
of the Universe provides a scientifically cor- 
rect mathematical framework, upon which 
we may weave the warp and woof of human 
destiny, and as a means to the calculation 
of future probabilities provides a method 
which is absolutely second to none. 

In order to get a true perspective on the 
present situation in Europe, it is necessary 
to go back to September, 1932, at that time 
an Astrological event of vast significance took 
place. We refer to the major conjunction of 
Jupiter and Neptune, on September 19th, 
1932, in 9 degrees of Virgo. 

It has been found that major conjunctions 
usually coincide with sensational develop- 
ments in world affairs. This is particularly 
true of the conjunctions of Jupiter. We might 
consider the keynote of Jupiter to be creative 
evolution. This planet may be accepted as 
a symbol of the entire cosmos, as a living, 
evolving creation. It tends to bring into ma- 
terial manifestation on a large scale and in 
a sensational manner the powers symbolized 
by the sign or other planets which it con- 
tacts. Under the influence of the religious 
urge (Jupiter) public consciousness and pop- 
ular enthusiasm expands and rises to great 
heights. The word “religious” is, of course, 
not used literally. Anything that inspires 
adoration, devotion, loyalty, etc., may become 
an object of worship and acquire thereby a 
religious significance. 


A very good example of this was furnished 
by the major conjunction of Jupiter and 
Uranus in Aries, in June 1927. It brought us 
a Lindbergh, to give a new impetus to avia- 
tion and startled the world into a fever of 
excitement by his daring and truly Uranian 
stunt. It is also significant, that Lindbergh 
is personally under the rulership of Uranus, 
having been born in Aquarius, which is ruled 
by that planet, hence he readily became a 
focus for the forces released by this con- 
junction. 

Jupiter conjuncts Uranus every 13 or 14 
years. Going back to the conjunction next 
preceding that of 1927, takes us back to 1914, 
when a conjunction took place in the early 


degrees of Aquarius, within 2 degrees of the 
Natal Sun of Kaiser Wilhelm, who responded 
by promptly throwing the international dip- 
lomatic machine into reverse. 

It is interesting to reflect on the far- 
reaching effects of those two conjunctions as 
operating through those two men. Both of 
those individuals were channels for the ex- 
pression of a power that through them were 
operated to suddenly and radically change 
the entire social structure of the world. 

In the case of Kaiser Wilhelm the sparks 
he struck from the political anvil, flying in 
many directions, ignited explosive mixtures 
in various quarters of the globe, in Russia 
for instance, also in Turkey and Italy. 

Out of the trenches, dug by Kaiser Wil- 
helm, came a Mussolini, to express the major 
conjunction of Jupiter and Saturn in 1921. 
Furthermore, the “All Highest” was also re- 
sponsible for the creation of a condition that 
made it easy for Woodrow Wilson to express 
the conjunction of Jupiter and Neptune in 
1919. At that time Neptune, the idealist in 
the royal sign Leo, sent thrones toppling over 
like ninepins and eventually gave form to a 
truly Neptunian, that is to say Utopian, 
League of Nations. 

The point we wish to make clear is that a 
major conjunction is necessary in order to 
furnish the focal point for the cosmic forces 
operating through human consciousness and 
that major changes in world affairs are al- 
ways indicated and timed by those major 
aspects. Thus, we find that the recent World 
War falls in a cycle that commenced with 
the conjunction of Jupiter and Uranus March 
3, 1914, and ended with the opposition of 
Saturn and Uranus, October Ist, 1918. Jupi- 
ter by its conjunction with Uranus released 
the Uranian forces which continued active 
until Saturn, by its opposition to Uranus, 
stopped this activity. 

What we are principally interested in at 
this time, is the Jupiter and Neptune con- 
junctions, for as previously stated, the last 
major conjunction of Jupiter was with Nep- 
tune, in September 1932, which on the premise 
already established marked the commence- 
ment of a Neptunian cycle that should en- 
dure until Saturn opposes Neptune in March 
of 1936. The present period, therefore, falls 
in this cycle and must be classified and 
evaluated by Neptunian standards. 

This was the first major conjunction of 
any kind that we have had since 1927 and 
the first Jupiter-Neptune conjunction since 
1919 and it was the first time that these two 
planets were conjunct in Virgo within ap- 
proximately 165 years. The question now is 
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this, if we are, in fact, passing through a Nep- 
tunian cycle, what may we reasonably ex- 
pect to develop so long as human conscious- 
ness is attuned to this ray? 

We do not consider that it is of the nature 
of Neptune to stir up a conflict which would 
in any sense parallel that which commenced 
in 1914, under the influence of Uranus. It 
could, of course, be expected that develop- 
ments of a far-reaching nature would take 
place during this cycle (1932-1936), but we 
would scarcely expect the sudden, drastic 
and explosive action that proceeded from the 
Uranian conjunction. Neptune is more subtle 
and casual in action, much more likely in 
fact, to attain his objective by diplomatic 
means and back-stair methods. In so far, as 
International relations are concerned, we 
could have expected this Jupiter-Neptune 
conjunction to mark the commencement of a 
long drawn out diplomatic war. A four year 
period, during which the nations of the earth 
would match cunning with cunning, intrigue 
with intrigue until the whole mess became 


so involved that no one would know whom. 


to trust. The League of Nations, which came 
to being under the Jupiter-Neptune con- 
junction of 1919, could have been expected 
to receive a new lease on life under this 
1932 configuration and increase its activities 
during the following four years, but unfor- 
tunately not with the requisite amount of 
interior strength to back it up, with the re- 
sult that the Saturn-Neptune opposition of 
March 1936, may mark the complete collapse 
of the League of Nations and a complete new 
deal in international affairs. 

Furthermore, the Saturn-Neptune oppo- 
sition of March, 1936, marks the culmination 
of a major Neptunian cycle, that commenced 
with the conjunction of Saturn-Neptune 


1917, incidentally also bringing to a termi- 


nation and fulfillment all Neptunian devel- 
opments initiated during this 19 year period. 

Saturn and Neptune are in opposition (or 
conjunction) every 37 years. The opposition 
next preceding that of 1936 was in Novem- 
ber 1899, and prior to that in 1862, with our 
own President Lincoln who had both these 
planets in conjunction in his birth chart, 
playing the leading role in the drama. Mov- 
‘ing still farther back we come to 1825 with 
Saturn opposed to Neptune from Gemini to 
Sagittarius and again late in the 18th cen- 
tury we find these two planets in opposition, 
involving the signs Taurus and Scorpio. The 
Reign of Terror in France, at that time, was 
quite in keeping with this aspect. 

It has been found that the opposition of Sat- 
urn and Neptune usually terminates a period 


of intolerable tyranny which frequently cul- 
minates in a ghastly reaction under this 
aspect. The conjunction of Saturn and Nep- 
tune in 1917 marked the commencement of 
an era of Dictatorship, the Russian revolu- 
tion being probably the most outstanding 
manifestation of that aspect. An autocracy 
commencing under the conjunction of these 
two planets usually proceeds gradually as an 
ever increasing burden of oppression, until 
the highest degree is reached at the oppo- 
sition which might be said to represent the 
last straw that breaks the back of the camel. 

It is significant that the forthcoming oppo- 
sition in March, 1936, coincides closely with 
the Mars-Uranus conjunction, at that time, 
we will therefore expect these combined 
forces to blow the lid off the basket of snakes 
that have been thriving under the Neptunian 
influence for the past two years and inci- 
dentally augurs ill for Soviet Russia and com- 
munism in general. 

With regard to the probability of a World 
War breaking out, in the near future, much 
has been said during the recent past, apropos 
the recent conjunction of Mars-Jupiter, on 
August 26th. It seems to have been the con- 
sensus of opinion that this conjunction might 
well mark the commencement of an Inter- 
national conflict. However, this would, in our 
opinion, seem to be magnifying the relatively 
minor aspect out of all proportion to its true 
significance. It must be borne in mind that 
we have a Mars-Jupiter conjunction approxi- 
mately every two years; and while this is 
undeniably a martial aspect and liable to 
provide an incentive to war, we do not be- 
lieve that in itself it is sufficient to launch 
a conflict of major proportions. Further- 
more, in attempting to correlate this par- 
ticular configuration to the charts of those 
occupying key positions in the present Euro- 
pean controversy, we have been unable to 
find any direct link with this aspect. Frank- 
ly it may be stated, at this point, that search 
as diligently as we may, we have been un- 
able to find any definite imdications of a 
World War, at this time, but we do think 
that any time following March 1936, such is 
more than probable. While, as before stated, 
we have been unable to connect the Mars- 
Jupiter conjunction of this month with any 
of the principals in the present European 
diplomatic conflict, the Saturn-Neptune op- 
position of 1936 does furnish a very direct 
contact with one of these persons, that is to 
say, Haile Sellassie, Emperor of Ethiopia. In 
his chart erected for sun rise July 23rd, 1891, 
which is according to the best information

we have, his correct date, we find Saturn 
14/21 Virgo closely opposed by Jupiter in 
17/37 Pisces. The opposition of Saturn and 
Neptune taking place over 15 degrees of 
Virgo-Piesces places the Emperor of Ethiopia 
right in the middle. Therefore, we may con- 
clude that the present diplomatic wrangle is 
likely to continue yet for several months, 
even though there may be some fighting we 
would not expect an open declaration of war 
before next spring. In fact, a study of the 
charts of Mussolini and Emperor Haile Se- 
lassi would seem to indicate, as a most prob- 
able development during the immediate fu- 
ture, that either of these men, and particu- 
larly Mussolini may be in imminent danger 
of personal violence. 

When, however, we proceed to a con- 
sideration of the period following March 
1936, we find ourselves in a very dangerous 
area indeed. We might call attention to the 
next major conjunction of Jupiter, which 
will be that of Jupiter and Saturn, nine de- 
grees of Taurus in June, 1940, followed by 
Jupiter conjunction Uranus, 25 Taurus, May 
1941; finally Saturn conjunct Uranus, 29 
Taurus, May 1942. Thus within two years 
we find three major planets forming a con- 
junction in Taurus. This is quite an extraor- 


dinary concentration of forces in one sign 
and may be expected to mark a most critical 
period in International relations and world 
affairs and as Uranus, thereafter passes into 
Gemini, the rising sign of the U. S., the ulti- 
mate effect of this conflict upon this nation 
is likely to be far-reaching and revolutionary 
to an extreme. 

In conclusion, and with specific regard to 
the Jupiter-Neptune conjunction governing 
the present cycle, we might say that Nep- 
tune is distinctly an Oriental planet and the 
general significator of the Yellow Race, there- 
fore the ultimate focal point for this in- 
fluence will, no doubt, be found in an Orien- 
tal country and probably in China or Japan. 
In fact, we can see it at work already, we 
can see the rise of an Imperial power in 
China. While this aspect in other walks of 
life may bring to the world great benefits of 
a spiritual nature and from time to time may 
bring spiritual leadership of a high order, it 
will, no doubt, also manifest in its worst 
form as back-stair diplomacy, intrigue and 
treachery. It is our personal opinion that 
from a study of these aspects that when the 
time for a show down finally arrives, Japan, 
China and Russia will be fighting side by 
side, for Communism is also a Neptunian 
institution.

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Financial Forecast 


for the month of 
October 


e month may be called the month of 
digestion of stock values. The advance that 
started on March 18th has run about 60% of 
what it should do before the bull market is 
over. In order to complete the balance, it 
must rest and digest and the planets say that 
this is the month of rest. 


This month should be practically all side- 
wise movements with lower tendencies after 
a push-up the first 4 days of the month. 
Then we should turn quietly down, gradually 
sinking, even somewhat lower than the low 
at the end of September, around the 23rd of 
the month. To the traders this month will 
look like distribution of the “wise insiders,” 
in reality it is the last stage of buying by 
those who know the market for the final run, 
a similar run as we experienced from mid- 
July 1929 to the top in September 1929. There 
seemed to be no end to new highs in stocks 
at that time and there should seem to be no 
end on the upside when we start to go after 
October 23rd 1935. Keep this date well in 
mind as the day of beginning . . . the begin- 
ning of the end. 


The first three days of October we should 
move upward quite briskly but on the 4th 
the market should make top for this month, 
due to the square of Mars to Neptune and 
the bad sextile of Saturn-Uranus. Rails and 
Utilities should be most affected by these two 
aspects and they should thus be sold on 
strength during the 4th of October. It is 
also advisable to let go of the industrials, in 
as much as the entire month at least until 
the 23rd points down. The balance of the 
aspects after the 4th and until October 23rd 
are meaningless, just causing ripples up and 
down, more down than up, however. The 
second sextile of Saturn-Uranus on the 21st 
of October will put the final wash-out on 
stocks and should cause selling of no mean 
proportions for 2 days, until October 23rd 
when we should reach the bottom due to 
good aspects developing the next day. The 
climb should not be too rapid at the begin- 
ning, in as much as Saturn has put too much 
scare into the traders all around. 


Concentrating now upon the actual stock 
market horoscope and checking upon the 
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progressions for the month of October we 
see the following aspects corroborating the 
ephemeral positions of planets judged above. 

Between the 4th and 6th of October 1935 
we find two minor aspects to sensitive points 
which are negative, as well as a square of 
the Moon to Neptune, calling for lower levels 
in stocks. A small comeback is indicated for 
the 11th, of little consequence however. But 
—on the 22nd of October we find the moon 
getting into sextile to the mid-Heaven, a fa- 
vorable aspect, that should turn stocks up- 
ward into next month. On the 23rd of the 
month we find an important mutual aspect 
coming when the progressed Ascendant gets 
into sextile to the new planet Pluto. This is 
a health aspect and should bring stocks back 
into a healthy condition. 


We also find aspects at these critical dates 
to the fixed stars which corroborate the 
statement or meaning of the other planetary 
aspects, 

Therefore stock traders should according to 
the indications of the planets’ aspects and as 
interpreted by the writer sell stocks on 
strength during the 4th of October and stay 
out of the market for nearly 3 weeks (at 
least those who do not get our semi-weekly 
market analysis) and buy into stocks again 
during weakness on October 23rd and hold 
these stocks into the following month, No- 
vember. 


The general trend of the wheat market for 
this month should be upward although dur- 
ing the first half of the month quite some 
irregularity should prevail. The most im- 
portant day of the month should be October 
25th or the 26th when a top is looked for. 


Analysing the small swing movements for 
this month we find that the following days 
should produce: 


October 4th a top. 

October 8th a bottom. 

October 16th a minor top. 

October 18th a minor bottom. 

October 20th-21st sidewise. 

October 25th-26th the top and a sell-off to 
October 31st. 
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Venus in the Natal Chart 


| HE influence of Venus in a natal chart is 
rarely given sufficient emphasis. The reason 
for this probably is due to the fact that 
Venus, being a minor planet, carries little 
weight. In a way this is true, but when it 
is considered that Venus largely holds sway 
over the love nature, and that what we love 
we follow, it is seen that notwithstanding the 
apparently more weighty factors in the chart, 
Venus does exert a strong, though perhaps 
subconscious influence in our choice of voca- 
.tion and environment. And who can say that 
matters pertaining to love and marriage do 
not seriously affect all departments of the 
line! 

In my experience I have found that a 
retrograde Venus, regardless of sign or house 
position, invariably indicates dissatisfaction 
with or a sense of incompleteness in the love 
and sex life. A friend once suggested a ten- 
dency toward perversion when Venus was 
retrograde in the chart, but I am not inclined 
to accept that as gospel. Moreover, it is of 
course extremely difficult to gather dependa- 
ble data on such a subject. But I have elicited 
enough data from my own clients to cor- 
roborate my first statement. 

In many cases it has been easy to trace the 
effect of inner dissatisfaction on the course of 
the life. The results frequently have shown 
up in broken engagements, separations, and 
divorces, with a succession of environmental 
changes even when the charts showed 
friendly 4th house conditions. In other cases 
satisfaction was sought, but not found for 
any extended period, outside of the marital 
state. Still others exercised more wisdom 
and discretion and transmuted the frustrated 
love instincts into constructive, artistic and 
business interests. But in the majority of 
cases, despite success, friends, and many 
benefits accruing from marriage, the baffled 
feeling of incompleteness remained and was 
accepted just as “one of those things.” 


To my mind, the worst sign for Venus to 
occupy is Virgo, for while it does not here 
act in the same way as the retrograde planet, 
it is a rare case indeed where a Venus in 
Virgo person is able either to achieve or ren- 
der what is necessary for a completely happy 
love or marital life. The resultant effect of 
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Venus in Virgo seems to be either incapacity 
in expression of affection or else some draw- 
back or irritating quality or condition touch- 
ing the marriage partner. Naturally this dis- 
turbing factor, of which few acquaintances 
may be aware, is going to affect the life as a 
whole and often produces effects the cause 
of which is in no way apparent. 

Regardless of other trends in the chart, the 
house position of Venus often results in con- 
ditions that are not directly traceable but 
which nevertheless work out indirectly. For 
instance: Venus in the 11th may bring friends 
through whom finances or living conditions 
may be improved or a job obtained. When 
Venus rules the 10th and is posited in the 
4th, very often it is found that the business 
or profession is carried on in the home. 
Venus love brings the work home. 

The Sun gives the background of the indi- 
vidual; Mercury, the mental trend; Moon, the 
broad emotional leanings; but Venus has most 
to do with the purely personal love and affec- 
tions. The influence of the Moon shows 
through even to the casual observer, but the 
Venusian part of the nature is revealed only 
to intimates. There should be no confusion 
on these points. 

Just as an example of how the influence of 
Venus works out through sign positions, let 
us contrast the effect of this planet when in 
the adjoining signs Pisces and Aries. 

Restricting ourselves, then, to that side of 
the nature ruled by Venus, if you have that 
planet in Pisces you are naturally sensitive, 
affectionate, kind-hearted and charitable, but 
with no great depth of emotion. The emo- 
tional attitude is rather passible, unselfish, 
and self-sacrificing, but romantic, luxury lov- 
ing, and at times indolent. 

In love and marriage it often brings an 
attraction toward those of a different social 
scale, while more than one marriage fre- 
quently occurs owing to the duality of the 
sign Pisces and the peculiar emotional trend 
of its ruler, Neptune. 


Venus in Pisces often gives a marked lean- 
ing toward music, entertainment, or art in 
some form, talent working intuitively rather 
than intellectually. At times this position 
may bring about contact with hospitals, 
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hotels, or other large institutions. Some dan- 
ger of fraud or loss through misrepresenta- 
tion is indicated. 

Now note how differently Venus acts when 
in Aries, a fire sign ruled by Mars, and active 
in expression, as contrasted with the passive 
Pisces. Venus in Aries tends to make one 
impulsive and ardent in love, but with little 
sustained heat. Indeed, with Venus so placed 
the attraction between the sexes often ap- 
pears to be more of the head than of the 
heart. Its influence is idealistic and imagina- 
tive rather than directly sensual, but it gives 
little real domesticity. There may even be a 


suggestion of hardness in the affectional na- 
ture, and while it frequently inspires love 
and affection in others, it has only a modicum 
to give in return. 

_ With such a Venusian background it is not 
to be wondered at that marriage often is 
hasty but not always lasting. Money is apt 
to come and go freely, with much spent on 
show. When other points in the horoscope 
back it up, Venus in Aries tends to give tech- 
nical facility along artistic or musical lines. 

It is but natural to follow where love leads; 
so in reading a horoscope do not underrate 
the influence of Venus—planet of love.

Ne You have just completed one of 
the most strenuous years you will ever have 
to face, a year of problems in your personal 
and environmental life which have presented 
things to you under a peculiarly difficult ten- 
sion. This was caused by the last days of 
Uranus in Aries (ending March 29, 1935) and 
more particularly by the long transit of Mars 
in your natal sign Libra, which lasted from 
December 12, 1934, till July 29, 1935.

Only Jupiter is in a posi- 
tive house, and that is the third, the house of 
the mind which, being under the earth, and a 
non-aggressive house, corresponds with the 
period of internal expansion and self-realiza- 
tion, rather than of tremendous progress in 
the world of affairs.

fied, through a combination of self- knowledge, 
and an ability (as Jupiter goes into the 3rd 
on November 12th) to reason logically and 
clearly, and reduce problems to facts. It is 
for you a year of self-realization, of founda- 
tion-building, in which, if you are content to 
work under the somewhat restrictive con- 
ditions around you, you can build for a sound 
future. Rebellion will only tear you apart 
internally, and in the end you will accept any- 
way. Thus philosophy, reason, and duty are 
your watchwords; and through them you will 
gain a poise, a contentment, an inner calm, 
that will be of inestimable value not only for 
your present happiness, but also for what the 
future has in store for you. 


NEPTUNE IN Virco TWELFTH HOUSE, SECRET AND 
Private MATTERS; SELF-KNOWLEDGE, SELF- 
REALIZATION AND HEALTH 


Neptune will have an especially important 
effect on your inner life this year, because he 
meets (June 1936) the opposition to Saturn, 
and comes in for the strongly individualizing 
rays of that important and most stable of the 
planets. Neptune is the great dreamer, the 
great visionary, the great ego-centric, espe- - 
cially when he is in the 12th, secret and heavily 
guarded, house of the horoscope. He fills ` 
your mind with fancies, of your own capabili- 
ties, and of your own limitations; of your own 
strengths, and you own weaknesses; of your 
inspirational desires, and the difficulty of 
achieving them in the world as it is. Thus 
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he is a paradoxical planet, and he impales you 
on the horns of a dilemma: he presents the 
world in glowing symbols, in grand dreams, 
in expansive sweeps—and he confuses you be- 
tween the real and the ideal, between What-is 
and What-might-be ... between what you 
ean actually do, and what you are doing; until, 
in extreme cases, h^ causes you to imagine 
yourself better than you are, or worse than 
you are, or in some was considerably different 
from what you appear to be to the outer world. 
He is likely to make you think of yourself as 
a chained giant, to believe yourself misunder- 
stood, discriminated against, frustrated, and 
mistreated ... all because he built up your 
belief in yourself, your Ego, quite without 
taking into consideration what you are doing 
about its expression. This may lead you to 
retire into a dream-world of your own, nurs- 
ing your own conception of yourself the while 
you are doing nothing to justify it; and this, 
if carried on, will lead to nervous disorders, 
abberations, and delusions of a more or less 
serious nature. 


NEPTUNE AND SATURN 


However, as this visionary dreamer in your 
consciousness is met by the great realist, Sa- 
turn, toward the middle of 1936, and his gigan- 
tic expansive sweeps of thought and imagina- 
tion are pinned down to the earthly reality of 
things as they are, the needs of the world 
close in on you; you are shaken out of your 
dream life; the job (sixth house Saturn) which 
you must do, is presented to you in no un- 
certain terms; and regardless of what your 
inner concept of yourself may be, you are 


forced to take yourself by the scruff of the. 


neck, and get to work. For the tendency of 
Saturn, in the sixth house (as he has been 
since February 15, 1935, and where he will 
be till the beginning of 1937) is to impress 
on you the physical, economic, and occupa- 
tional needs of the world; to set you in the 
line of duty, and to insist that you perform it. 
No matter what idealistic notions you may 
have, as a result of the idealistic Libran na- 
ture, and the intensification of it under the 
12th house Neptune, you will be called back 
to reality by Saturn; and he well call you back 
with no fanfare of trumpets, no banners of 
fame and glory ... but with some job that 
must be done, some duty that must be ac- 
cepted, some obligation that must be fulfilled. 
He will thus establish in you, at the outset, 
rebellion, at the way your dreams are being 
reduced to earthly reality, at the prosaic meth- 
ods by which a living must be made, at the 
occupational restrictions of your life. These 
reactions must be guarded against, for though 


they are natural and human—and of a piece 
with the aspiring nature of man which always 
reaches out for the great and beautiful things 
of life—still they endanger your efficiency, 
your progress, and your health. 


SATURN 


It is especially necessary for you to under- 
stand, in this connection, the powerful in- 
fluence of Saturn as he transits your sixth 
house, for herein lies the clue to your year 
ahead. Saturn’s tendency is to absorb the 
entire horoscope, to place the emphasis in the 
house which he, by transit, occupies; and to 
bend the other planets to his will, at however 
great a price. In the sixth house, his empha- 
sis is on work, duty, drudgery; he insists on 
it, and will have his way in the end, regardless 
of your rebellion, however lofty. In the sixth 
house, he brings you occupational opportunity, 
although he brings it to you on different terms 
from those you would select. In fact, he fre- 
quently, and specifically, presents you with 
precisely the opportunity you do not want, 
with the one thing you think you cannot, or 
will not, or should not do. If, under Saturn, 
you look for what you consider the ideal occu- 
pation, the ideal employment, or the ideal way 
to fulfill your obligations, you will not find 
any occupation or employment at all, and 
you will not, in all probability, be able to 
fulfill your obligations at all satisfactorily. 
Under Saturn, you must swim with the tide, 
take what comes; for as Saturn enters your 
‘sixth house, he makes you, whether you like 
it or not, an opportunist: he forces you into 
the mould of things as they are, and insists 
that for the time being at least you become a 
Pollyanna, glad that things are as they are, 


¡Without too much consideration for things as 


you would ideally have them. You will find, 
much to your surprise, that as you accept 
what comes to you under the shield of Saturn, 
as you work at what must be, with a resigned 
spirit with respect to what you would like to 
be, that out of the dull fabric of your duty, 
your great desire spontaneously, slowly, and 
surely, emanates. The patter of life readjusts 
itself, on new terms, according to solider 
standards; your vision, which you thought you 
were leaving behind, becomes clarified, dis- 
tinct, and above all, realistically attainable. 
You “find yourself in what you do, at the very 
moment when you despairingly imagine that 
you are losing yourself in what you do not 
be.” The God of things as they are subtly, 
and hy imperceptible steps, replaces the God 
of the things as they might be, until you come 
to realize in amazement and delight, that they 
are one and the same Diety: that nothing 
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Might-be which is not based in What-must- 
be; and that the Hill of Dreams, however high 
it may rise, and into whatever clouds of glory, 
still has its foundations in earth. If under the 
sixth house Saturn, the approach to your Hill 
of Dreams seems beset with barren land and 
thickets of brambles, it is only because you 
are rebelling against reality .. . because, under 
the subtle influence of the 12th house Nep- 
tune, these earthly creations appear to you 
unworthy, ignoble, or destructive to progress. 
But as a matter of fact, in proportion as you 
accept the necessities of your life under Sa- 
turn, exactly so will your great dreams mature 
into earthly life, cease to be merely the crea- 
tures of another, fantastic and unreal dream 
world; and become, in very truth, the Visions- 
fit-for-earth—and for earthly attainment. 


SATURN, NEPTUNE, AND HEALTH 


Also, in addition to influencing your im- 
agination, your duties, your employment, and 
your obligation, the 12th-6th house polarity of 
Saturn and Neptune influences your health. 
And, in a similar way to that in which they 
affect your viewpoint, and fix your duty, these 
two ponderous planets will influence your 
physical well-being. It is not too much to say 
that in proportion as you accept, philosophi- 
cally, and without resentment, the necessities 
imposed on Saturn, in just such proportion 
will you escape his least desirable influence 
on your nerves and your health. Under the 
worst possible conditions, these two planets 
will set up rebellion, unreal imaginings at 
variance with life as you find it—stubborn 
resistance to duty, and to things as they are; 
and through thus polarizing your life to a 
negative attitude, they will set up nervous re- 
actions, which will wear down your health 
subtly from within. Under this condition, you 
should, in any case, limit your physical ac- 
tivity, and try consciously to avert from your 
thinking those worrisome tendencies which 
will beset you. Fears, bogies, superstitions, 
ungrounded apprehensiveness with respect to 
your security or your health, imagined ail- 
ments either of a physical or mental nature 
. . . all these insidious mind-factors will now 
need your attention. And over and above 
these, there is the persistent need to submit; 
for in proportion as you submit, and take what 
comes in cheerful good spirits, fulfilling the 
tasks in hand without losing sight of the ideal 
and the dream . .. in proportion to this sub- 
mission, you will find your health and your 
nerves are satisfactory. Avoid overwork, 
fatigue, cold, damp, and excess emotional ac- 
tivity; guard your diet; get plenty of exercise; 
and keep your mind free from worry, fear,- 


and discontent. Under this Saturn-Neptune 
combination Mind, in a very real sense, tri- 
umphs over Matter. If your Mind dwells on 
the negative, destructive, fearful, worrisome, 
or discontended side of things, it will triumph 
over your Body and wear it down. If, on the 
other hand, your Mind is cheerful, hopeful, 
concentrative, attentive to duty, self-confident, 
and calm, it will triumph over your Body... 
to build it up. You must not be surprised if 
you appear to lack somewhat the vitality you 
have had; for this is natural. Simply accept 
it as a fact ...and submit to it as a fact, 
without worrying about it. You can see to it 
that you don’t work excessively, that you get 
plenty of rest and sleep, and that you eat the’ 
right food, without becoming a hypochondriac, 
or without becoming completely lazy. It is 
this sane, moderate, vigilant, and intelligent 
course of physical care that will preserve 
your health under Saturn in your sixth: 
Moderation in all things ... The prognosis 
for this transit of Saturn is definitely good— 
the results that he has in store for those who 
now obey his law of submission to the duties 
of earth. It is simply that, as you follow him 
now, in a dull and humble occupation, or a 
very uninspired duty, he will take you, in the 
years that follow 1936, out of the drudgery, 
the duty, and the obligation, and lead you 
steadily upward along the curve as he ap- 
proaches the tenth house of your horoscope 
(1944) to give you the rewards of recognition 
which now seems so sadly lacking in the press 
of duty. As he enters your seventh house 
(1937) the chains drop away to some extent; 
you feel the results of your work, and see the 
way ahead more clearly; and, in proportion 
as you continue to build on the foundation you 
are now laying, you go upward toward your 
dream. The timing for you, as a Libran, is 
especially favorable, for at the same time 
(1944) that Saturn reaches your Solar mid- 
heaven, Neptune enters Libra, your Sun-sign, 
and will bring home, with infinite satisfaction, 
the dream, the inspiration, which you now 
appear to be abandoning. Thus in a very real 
sense, this year of 1935-1936 is a testing ground 
for your highest nature, as Saturn and Nep- 
tune, in the closed and personal houses of 
your horoscope, make their important oppo- 
sition. You are given here an opportunity to 
organize your life on a new set of standards, 
and to build within yourself the strong and 
realistic foundations on which, eventually, the 
success of your dreams will rest. This is a 


year of apparent difficulty, but of opportunity : 


in the real, and inner, sense: it is a year in 
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which apparent restrictions and limitations — 


will establish within you for all time that inner 
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drive, that realistic perception of the world, 
and that ability to see dreams in terms of the 
Earth-as-it-is, without which no success was 
ever achieved, nor any dream made true. 


Uranus IN TAURUS—EIGHTH HOUSE: 
DECISION, FINANCES 


To encourage your acceptance of things as 
they are, Uranus in your eighth house, trine 
to Neptune’s sign, and sextile to Saturn, prom- 
ises unusual material gain through coopera- 
tion and partnership ... He enables you, as 
you grasp the duty of Saturn, to relate it both 
to practical worldly necessity, and to your 
dream-wish at the same time. While he tends, 
of himself, to produce some erratic and un- 
stable condition in your finances, or in the 
finances of an associate who affects you, he 
also enables you, through sound judgment and 
attention to details, to bring order out of finan- 
cial chaos, and through cooperation and asso- 
ciation with others, to make your financial 
position very interesting, and possibly very 
broad and stable. This is a position of un- 
earned increment, of money without effort, or 
of maximum return for minimum effort. If 
there is any legacy due you, or a partner 
(husband, wife) you may well get some of it 
during this year; if so, you will have to exer- 
cise great care in the handling of it, as indeed 
you will have to exercise care in the handling 
of any funds that come your way. There is 
a somewhat lavish tendency with regard to 
money, either on your part or on the part of 
an associate, which jeopardizes your security; 
the lavish dreams of Neptune will translate 
themselves into imaginings of great financial 
killings, and you will have to apply the brakes, 
and the commonsense of Saturn, if you are 
not to run through whatever you get, or lose 
it. This is, on the other hand, and angle of 
Big Business, and falling in good relation to 
both Saturn and Neptune, gives you some 
chance to really expand to good purpose 
financially, at the same time that you are 
doing some comparatively unimportant (to 
you!) job. Be careful that this influence com- 
bines with the earthly, practical Saturn, in 
your mind; and not with the visionary and 
impractical Neptune; for Uranus is a mutable 
planet, and takes on one color quite as easily 
as another; on his destructive and negative 
side, he loves the visionary and erratic Nep- 
tune; on his constructive and progressive side, 
he loves the stable Saturn. If you live under 
the law of Saturn, as indicated above—that is, 
the law of submission, duty, and obligation— 
you may expect quite unusual financial re- 
turns from Uranus. If you live on the side 
of Neptune—visionary, discontented, romantic 


—you may expect quite unusual .. . losses. 
Cooperate with those around you; be con- 
servative with money; stick to the line of 
duty; and Uranus will bring you financial 
benefits through unusual means, as he stays 
in your eighth house for about six more years. 
Build your financial structure as high as you 
will, provided its foundations are sound. But 
base it in an unsound foundation, and though 
it never achieve any considerable height, it 
will be always insecure. The lesson of Uranus 
is Soundness, as the lesson of Saturn is duty. 
Let your finances be before all sound, and the 
height of the structure will take care of itself. 


JUPITER: Seconp House: FINANCES: 
TILL NOVEMBER 12 


Jupiter has been good to you, financially, 
and as he winds up his stay in your second 
house, get your affairs in shape, put money in 
the bank, solidify your financial position. It 
has been good for two years, and it is to be 
hoped that all that has come your way has 
not been spent. Overcome your lavish ten- 
dency, retrench, and budget your income to 
provide savings. The exit of Jupiter from 
your second house has only a negative signifi- 
cance, in that some earning power, or income- 
source, may be cut off. Uranus in 8th may 
suddenly provide another, and even a better 
one; but in the meantime, cut your garment 
to fit your cloth; look ahead, financially, and 
try to develop a nest egg. 


JUPITER IN THIRD: FROM NOVEMBER 12. 
Minn, RELATIVES, TRAVEL 


Here Jupiter will enable you to view your 
life with calm, good judgment, and philosophy. 
He limits your scope somewhat, as also does 
Saturn; and as the two come into square (No- 
vember 1935) there is likely to be a discourag- 
ing gloom over your mental outlook. You 
may take your restrictions as an excuse to 
lower your aims, to become discouraged. But 
this passes quickly, and as Jupiter squares 
Neptune (January 1936) and Mars (February 
1936) your optimism rises, dangerously, be- 
cause it rises on the vague, ethereal, and im- 
practical Neptunian note, and tends to elimi- 
nate the stability of Saturn. Remember the 
line of necessity, and put the vague dreams 
behind you. Use the Jupiterean influence to 
fortify with philosophy and courage your de- 
termination to live on the Saturn vibration, 
and to rip the destructive Neptune out of your 
life. Jupiter will bring you, in addition to a 
philosophic attitude, much help and encour- 
agement from relatives, especially from broth- 
ers or sisters; and will strengthen your re- 
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solve, and bring your high purposes down to 
earth... if you do not permit vision to obscure 
reality. Remember that however limited your 
scope, it can be increased; and use the Jupiter 
influence to increase your scope, in terms of 
things as they are, rather than to engender 
impractical dreams, in terms of things as they 
might be. Reading, correspondence, and 
travel, will all serve to take up the romantic 
urges present as a result of Neptune: seek the 
far away and long ago in books, the theatre, 
and travel . . . but don’t allow yourself to be- 
lieve in them, seriously. Be a romantic in 
your mind, if you must be; but keep your 
body working at the job. Thus will Jupiter 
serve to make you content with your life, and 
show you, in large and general terms, the sig- 
nificance of your restrictions, and the vistas 
which they may open to you if you adhere to 
the practical and realistic path. 


Mars THE ENERGIZER 


As Mars transits the houses of your horo- 
scope, he will tend to energize the other in- 
fluences at work there, and to present to you, 
specifically, and without equivocation, the 
problems that arise from the positions already 
discussed.

impulsive, pioneering quality of Aries is not a 
life-issue in the native's life. He has no choice 
as to whether he uses it or not. He does not, 
as an individual self, express himself through 
it, 

What happens is that this Aries quality is, 
as it were, taken for granted in all tenth house 
matters. It can be seen operating in the back- 
ground of all the public and professional ac- 
tivities of the native—subconsciously or in- 
stinctively. This may mean that the Aries 
quality operates as a psychological “complex.” 
It may have been inhibited; in this case, per- 
haps because of the father’s social position. It 
may have become the substance of an “in- 
feriority complex”; and this complex drives 
the native powerfully, yet fatefully and per- 
haps tragically, toward public achievements. 


Thus the Aries quality indeed dominates 
tenth house matters; but the domination may 
be an almost neurotic one in some cases. It 
is rooted in unconscious factors, factors over 
which the individual, as an individual, has 
very little control, and through which he 
neither gains real awareness nor expresses 
himself creatively. This may be because, in 
past lives (if such are believed in!), the indi- 
vidual soul has gained from the quality of the 
intercepted sign all that could be gained—and 
in this case the quality is built in the new 
personality as an unquestioned instinct. Or 
else it may be because the personality became 
formed under an external pressure which in- 
hibited the conscious and harmonious (spir- 
itual) development of the quality, and a “com- 
plex” developed. 

The outer results will be quite different in 
each case; yet what can be ascertained as- 
trologically is the fact that there is a certain 
fatefulness connected with the quality of the 
intercepted sign—something which is inherent 


or subconscious, which operates with inevi- 
tability and over which the individual has 
practically no control. It will be insistent, if 
not pathological or tragic. It will always 
mean a sort of disequilibrium, psychologically. 
But this very disequilibrium may mean a con- 
centration of forces which will drive the native 
to striking accomplishments. As C. G. Jung 
often points out, a “complex” is not indeed 
necessarily “bad.” It is often the means 
whereby the individual rises above the av- 
erage and the norm. It spurs him on to 
heights of individual accomplishment—pro- 
vided a psychological adjustment is effected 
which is individually significant and steady. 

If the quality of the intercepted sign has 
such a character of unconscious and fateful 
motivation, on the other hand, the quality of 
the sign spread over two successive cusps is 
shown to be one of decisive importance in 
the conscious and deliberate life of the native. 
In our example the sign Leo rules the second 
and the third house. Matters pertaining to 
both these houses will be solved by the indi- 
vidual by means of the Leo quality. In deal- 
ing with his ancestral possessions as well as 
with his close environment, for instance, the 
native will express himself and find himself 
through forceful, emotional, self-projective 
assertion. 

Such indications as are given by intercepted 
and spread out signs have of course to be 
modified by other, and often more important, 
indications derived from planetary positions, 
aspects, etc. But by utilizing all the various 
elements connected with the cusps the intui- 
tive astrologer may read the spiritual story of 
the individual in a way which probably cannot 
be duplicated. It is perhaps for this reason 
that the exact degree of cusps is so hard to 
determine! For the spiritual story of an indi- 
vidual’s development should ever remain a 
deep mystery to the superficial investigator.

A Forecast for October, 1935 


| HE month may not be a spectacular one 
as far as the obvious scene is concerned, for 
the lighter planets, which bring out into ac- 
tuality the deeper implications or essences of 
the heavy bodies, have very few contacts. 
Mercury has only two, both on the same day 
(the 18th); Venus has only one, while the 
Sun has four. Mars makes three contacts. 
Jupiter has one. 

The absence of Mercurial and Venusian in- 
fluences will leave the majority of humanity 
very much to their own devices, particularly 
as Mercury is retrograde for most of the 
month. An outlet for large expression will 
be lacking, so October may be rather hum- 
drum as far as surface indications are con- 
cerned. People (and therefore their affairs 
and circumstances) react to Mercury and 
Venus as the connecting link between the 
subconscious and the outer stimulation of 
mind, nerves, emotions, or movement gen- 
erally; in the absence of important contacts 
they may remain static. 

However, Saturn and Uranus are very 
strong all month, being sextile on the exact 
degree for the entire thirty-one days, and 
reaching the exact minute and second twice 
during the month. It only remains for the 
lighter planets to reach a benefic point of 
contact with either Saturn or Uranus to re- 
lease all the good that the sextile indicates. 
The Sun reaches this point on the 27th, while 
Mars and Mercury follow in November. 

It is under conditions such as these that 
astrology may be so valuable and enlighten- 
ing. Apparently nothing is changing, no 
progress is being made, but underneath there 
are tremendous forces at work which time 
will bring to conscious and visible expres- 
sion. 

As long as conditions in the world at large 
or in individual lives are only considered 
from the outward scene, from the flux of 
everyday life, from the momentary gain or 
loss of position, money, or prestige, there can 
be no stability of interpretation, nor basic 
understanding of the real causes animating 
the evolution of humanity. Consequently no 
foresight as to future results, and no com- 
prehension of the larger plan of human effort, 
endeavor and development. It is the man 
with the far vision who is an Individual; the 


man who can see that the present is always 
transient, but that in its constant movement, 
in its becoming, the past is bedded as well as 
the future, and that it stretches out in both 
directions as a blue print. The person who 
only sees what is under his nose—or in his 
pocket—is confused and small. 

The questions of the world today must be 
related to first cause to be seen in their rela- 
tion to the whole; otherwise there occurs a 
succession of events and situations that are 
hopelessly involved, and from which one never 
seems to escape—or to solve. There is a uni- 
versal Law, a principle of growth in all nature, 
in the heavens and in the Earth, that must be 
recognized, realized and accepted, if there is 
to be any stability of living, security for minds 
and hearts, or support to advancing civiliza- 
tion. 

Ancient philosophy divided the heaven 
world, the creative force, into a pattern of 
twelve equal parts. Each part represented a 
certain labor, a certain initiation into further 
labors and more extended consciousness. These 
we recognize as the twelve zodiacal signs, and 
as the Sun progresses through them every 
year, again and again humanity is presented 
with the opportunity for self-development, for 
generation and regeneration, for becoming 
conscious of higher dimensions and therefore 
of penetrating—as well as becoming identified 
with—the universal creative force. Each year 
the pattern is different, each year the interior 
psychology is given a different grouping of in- 
fluences from the planetary gods, in order that 
each function of mind, heart, body or estate 
may be illuminated, collected, focused and 
put into complete unison with the universal 
forces, 

It is the interplay of these forces which con- 
fuses the small person, which makes life seem 
helter-skelter, unsettled, involved and difficult. 
To the man with vision, his mental grasp of 
the changing scene together with his aware- 
ness of the underlying, positive Law and steady 
rhythm, enables him to see the past in its co- 
hesion with the future. Nature does not 
change; only its myriad manifestations con- 
ceal the unity of its core. 

In its progress through the twelve initiations 
(or signs) the Sun reaches Libra at the fall 
equinox, about September 23rd. The Sun is in 
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its “fall” in this sign, and obviously as it de- 
scends below the equator, winter approaches. 
Philosophically and occultly the Sun here in- 
dicates the descent into the interior worlds. 
From Aries to Virgo it is concerned with the 
outer manifestations of evolving life, with the 
creative forces expressing through the indi- 
vidual, his surroundings, family, and state. 
The physical man, the passions, the lower in- 
tellect, the imagination, the ambitions and ma- 
teriality are all developed up to this point. Now 
arrives the moment when the subconscious is 
to be probed, when the depths are to be 
sounded, and a fuller, more luminous under- 
standing will permeate the entire being. Philo- 
sophic truth is to be discovered, and from 
hence throughout the remaining signs the 
search and revealment are motivating im- 
pulses. 

Such descent is not always pleasant. There 
are those who resent their natural world being 
disconnected, or who would prefer to rest on 
the laurels they have wrested from their outer 
experiences. But the man with vision knows 
that this is not enough; that the depths of his 
nature must be sounded, that the highest 
aspirations must find the peak of Ararat 
before permanent stability can be achieved. 

Evolution proceeds along these lines, and 
whether it is the individual or humanity as a 
whole, the rewards for unflinching advance- 
ment into new and untried worlds will rest on 
those who act with purpose, with determina- 
tion, and with the absolute conviction that 
there is principle, law, order, rhythm and 
growth underlying and uplifting all construc- 
tive effort. The individual who synchronizes 
all the elements of his nature, his instincts, ap- 
petites, desires, his ideas and opinions, to those 
principles and laws, will find that he is free, 
independent of the limitations of his lower na- 
ture, and in being able to conquer himself also 
conquers the forces of the earth. Is, in truth, 
able to enter and to dwell in the heaven 
world—here and now.

First WEEK 
OCTOBER 1 TO OCTOBER 7 


The chart for the new Moon in Libra on Sep- 
tember 27th showed the luminaries in zodiacal 
sextile to Mars, but in a mundane square, fall- 
ing (E. S. T.) from the 9th to the 12th houses. 
Mars retains a close sextile to the Sun through- 
` out October, and while conditions on the sur- 
face may have appeared to be at cross pur- 
poses, in reality a great deal of force is being 
put behind them to iron out all difficulties. 
The mutable squares of Mars, Saturn and

Venus were somewhat ofí-set by the strength 
of Uranus. As Mars and Venus are moving 
rapidly forward any unpleasant effects should 
only be temporary. 

On October 5th, however, Mercury becomes 
stationary in 2 degrees of Scorpio, from whence 


` it will retrograde back to 17 degrees of Libra, 


turning direct on the 26th. This stationary po- 
sition creates a suspension; perhaps a complete 
stop for some activities at this time. When 
Mercury reaches the top of its swing forward, 
commercial and intellectual matters are usual- 
ly being pushed rapidly ahead. Arteries of 
trade and business are active communications 
are dispatched and answered promptly travel 
is good, movement is established all along the 
line; mental resourcefulness is acute, while 
contracts and agreements should be executed. 
When it becomes retrograde all such matters 
slow down conspicuously. 

It appears at this time that an element of 
fear is seizing on the minds of a good many 
people.

SECOND WEEK

Saturn and Uranus are in sextile during the 
entire month, both retrograde in 4 and 3 de- 
grees of Pisces and Taurus. On the 8th they 
reach the exact contact, the first of two to oc- 
cur during the month. This is caused by Sa- 
turn passing Uranus at this date, and then 
slowing up on 3 degrees, where it will be sta- 
tionary in November. 

In itself this aspect is of tremendous value 
in working out problems, in formulating ideas 
or in planning tactical maneuvers along any 
line of endeavor. The will-power and intense 
mental ability of Uranus is focused through 
the organizing, qualifying powers of Saturn, 
while the sign positions give great energy to 
the feelings and emotions as well as to the rea- 
son and logic. This aspect lasting throughout 
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the month may be the force behind incompar- 
able efforts to forge ahead, to bring labor con- 
ditions into a more logical reasonable order, to 
identify initiative, to create larger artistic suc- 
cess, and to put practical sense back of all ef- 
forts. At the same time there will be a spon- 
taneity, a nervous energy, an emotional and 
mental surge, that should work out along very 
stimulating and vivifying lines. It gives the 
power to accomplish extraordinarily hard 
work with vision and understanding. It lifts 
the routine of everyday affairs into a sporting 
proposition. It adds zest to determination, and 
gives much personal popularity to those who 
respond to it. Not only can the objective be 
clearly seen, the issues outlined decisively, but 
the ability to execute is just as pronounced. 

The degree area on which it falls is a drama- 
tic one. There is large intuition in relation to 
all affairs, while a delicate touch will be evi- 
dent even in the mailed fist. People will be 
able to achieve their ends with ease and sure- 
ness. Diplomacy should ring the welkin under 
this aspect; statesmen and politicians who can 
employ strategy in a casual manner may gain 
greatly. Army and Navy affairs should bene- 
fit largely. Individuals will be more clever 
than usual, the ‘intellect will react quickly and 
accurately, while there is also a studious qual- 
ity that is comprehensive in its understanding. 
Organizations of all sorts should profit; plans 
may be put in motion for the long pull with 
every chance of working out successfully. 

From another angle the day is not so fortu- 
nate. Mars reaches a square of Neptune in 15 
degrees Sagittarius-Virgo. This is an ex- 
tremely disintergrative aspect, and those per- 
sons who fall under its spell may find that the 
utmost frustration has been reached. All the 
apprehension and fears that have been rife in 
personal lives, in labor conditions, over work- 
ing conditions or poverty generally, may now 
appear as crushing facts. 

The imagination of Neptune is fired to unbe- 
lievable heights, but fired with anxiety and 
dread; actual hallucination may result in some 
cases. That which has been vague or inde- 
finable may suddenly become real and vital as 
an issue. All the color and beauty of Neptune 
may be turned into weird shadows, and the fire 
of Mars will make them hideous to the mind. 
The emotions will cry for surcease, while the 
nerves strain with the tension of the impact. 
Mars at this time is in close conjunction with 
the south node of Uranus. So the imagining 
powers may be all the more affected by an in- 
tensity of conviction that this is the end; by 
desperate efforts to break the barriers, while 
reasoning may not be able to forestall most 
unfortunate results. 


Control of the imagination is vitally neces- 
sary. Nothing should be taken for granted 
either in person or business affairs. Sound 
common sense, a sane and practical outlook, a 
firm grasp of reality, will change the emotional 
trend to a more idealistic expression; to art, 
music, literature or sports, or to adhering rig- 
idly to work and routine. Flights of fancy di- 
rected into normal channels may open new 
doors of endeavor, and great success can come 
to those who are capable of any creative work. 

In a mundane sense this may bring the more 
objectionable sides of ilfe into sudden and flar- 
ing publicity. Persons of unscrupulous morals 
will find it a loosening of all restrictions, and 
those who live by their wits or outside the law 
may ply their various trades with a high hand 
and open disregard for the courts. A spec- 
tacular crime may be committed. An ocean 
disaster may occur, Health may be a serious 
question and all matters relating to food or 
water supplies, diet or infections of any na- 
ture, should have unusual care. Losses will 
come through any intent to defraud, or care- 
lessness in being defrauded. A judicial sen- 
tence may be imposed where the court would 
be guilty of grave injustice. Matters of arma- 
ment will be vital; acts of aggression will be 
committed by nations as well as individuals. 
Working conditions will reflect the unrest 
while strikes and riots may occur in many 
places. 

On the 11th the Sun sextiles Mars, and a 
breath of invigorating freshness sweeps 
through the consciousness. This is the signa- 
ture of energy, courage, quick action, positive 
assurance and full speed ahead, particularly 
in physical matters. People should be able to 
blend their activities harmoniously and cap- 
ably with those of their associates. Art and 
literature should flourish. Health and bodily 
vitality should increase, while any efforts to 
control disease or ailments should have suc- 
cess. The aspect gives intensity to any pur- 
pose, and the ability to work out all plans and 
ideas. Older enterprises or new ventures may 
be pushed with determination and power, 
while a great deal of independence will be 
shown in taking risks, and getting away with 
it. It is an excellent time for travel, for mak- 
ing moves of all kinds, for they should go 
smoothly but rapidly. New outlets may be 
found for super-physical activity, while in- 
dustry should show a marked increase. Peo- 
ple will be able and willing to work. 

There is a good deal of romance connected 
with this sextile, in addition to the actual 
working ability. Emotions will be fired, and 
heart affairs may be extremely stimulating. 
Poets and novelists will feel the effect, and 
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should plunge feverishly into exploiting their 
heroes’ as well as their tenderer thoughts. 
Orators will have a field day, and many will 
“lay on, MacDuff,” with clarion voices. Poli- 
ticians will be strident, and every candidate 
will think himself already elected. Enthusi- 
asm will be the order of the day, in no matter 
what direction it is pointed. Labor troubles 
should be allayed to a great extent by the good 
will that is engendered on both sides. As 
Mars is in close sextile to the Sun all month 
these influences should spread over the entire 
period. 

Friends and associates will be helpful; there 
will be a tendency to become attached to 
others, to make efforts for them, and to plan 
for their happiness and welfare. It adds an 
executive quality to almost any work, and 
should be a very fine influence in pushing for- 
ward all affairs. However Mars is in conjunc- 
tion with the South node of Venus, which may 
slightly over-rate any expression of affection, 
or tend to make people keep an eye out for 
purely personal benefits. 

The full moon occurs also on the 11th, in 17 
degrees of Libra and Aries. This should focus 
and centralize the Mars-Sun aspect to an un- 
usual degree, and give even greater latitude to 
the fiery tendencies and optimistic outlook. 
This will stimulate the mental energies largely, 
and as there is some absence of thought force 
generally, it will be a splendid time to put 
ideas into circulation, to decide on moves and 
changes; to look at all matters objectively and 
clearly. The personality will be unusually 
strong at this time, and people generally will 
give much time and thought to expressing 
what they feel or think. “I” will be very much 
in evidence.

A new source 
of wealth may be revealed through any of 
these channels. Television may take another 
step toward extended use.

The Sun parallels Mercury on the 19th, so 
none of these influences are lost; rather they 
are collected, focused, and dispersed as power- 
ful rays bearing life-giving mental action and 
impetus.

ITH your first breath the atmosphere 
surrounding you at that moment rushed in 
and introduced you to the adventures of this 
planet. This initial wave of air was imbued 
with the climatic conditions of that part of 
the country—it carried likewise those basic 
thought currents with which the atmosphere 
was filled.

And if, as the leaders of the Century of 
Progress hope and pray, the Fair becomes a 
yearly affair, we predict that by the time 
Illinois is as old as New York is now (fol. 
lowing the general rule of civilization mov 
ing westward), it will become the center a .' 
hub, not only of the U. S. A. but of the we.: . 
as well.

| HESE are days which are commonly classified as UNFORTUNATE 
but we feel that the words INHARMONIOUS, UNFORTUNATE, 
UNFAVORABLE, or UNLUCKY are quite inadequate and inaccurate.

They are INHARMONIOUS only 
because the very intensity of the forces at work causes the individual to 
feel more than ordinarily restless and uncomfortable. They are UN- 
FAVORABLE for action or for making decisions only because this in- 
tensity of force, while admittedly a spur to action and achievement, may 
also in the majority of instances cause the individual to go to an extreme 
(one way or another) with the naturally UNFORTUNATE RESULTS 
of excess. The tendency under such powerful stimuli is to act impulsively © 
and impetuously without proper consideration of all the circumstances 
involved.
